& quip'd for a Voyage, ſome of us having firſt 
gone aboard as Paſſengers. This Deſign 


ue executed with ſo good ſucceſs, that 
finding a ſwall Merchant-Ship bound for 
Mlartinico, we ſent five of our Companions, 
being in all fourteen, as. Paſſengers, on 
board with our: Trunks of Clothes; and 
piretending to take leave of them, all fol- 
loud, ſtaying till Night drinking Healths 
vith the French Captain, who ſuſpected 
nothing, and had but eight Hands aboard 
of twenty ſix that belong'd to the Ship, 
3 which was deſign'd to weigh Anchor, and 
ſet ſail the next day: we ſeiz d upon him 
firſt, and then on his Men, ſinging ſo loud 
that they were not heard to diſpute by the 
Ships who were lying near us in the Har- 
bour: we bound and put them all under 
2X Hatches, and ſet ſail immediately, reſol- 
FF ving to make for the Iſland of Jamaica, 
where we hoped to ſell the Merchandize 
ve had in the Ship, which was laden with 
6 "os rich 
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rich Goods; and having made our For- 
tunes there, to go for Holland, and ſettle 


Land, which 1 ſuppoſe he got lafely to, 


-could, and had a proſperous Voyage, till 
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our ſelves as Merchants, or look out for 
ſome other way to make our ſelves eaſy, 3 
and gain ſome Settlement in the World. 
When we were got to Sea, we fetch'd the 
Captain up, and told him partly our de- 
ſign : he beg'd to be ſet aſhore with his 
Men, at ſome Port of Bance; pleading he 
had a Wife and ſeven Children, and was 
undone if we carry'd him thence in that 
manner.

Canvas cut out for Slaves Jackets and 
Drawers. In another Room they ſaw a 
Quilt and Coverlids lying on ſome Ruſhes 
don the Floor; but they could find no living 
Creature, at which they were much amaz'd: 
They call'd, and ſpoke in the ſofreſt terms, 
deſiring them to come forth, if hid there, 
promiſing to do them no harm; but in 
rain. Ar laſt they heard a Child cry, and 
following the ſound of the Voice, went: 
thro a narrow Turning on the right Hand, 
which brought them to a Place where a 
Door was ſhut; before which lay a terrible 
gear: Don Medenta, who was the foremoſt, 
carrying the Lamp in one hand, and his 
word in the other, being preſently more

Charlotta even repented her 
breach of Faith with Belanger, and began 
to apprehend the Misfortunes that the

And now we muſt mention the Pirate- 
Captain, who was ſafely landed on this 
Iſland, and cured of his Wounds; the Pi- 
rate-Ship which Gonzalo had taken and ſent 
away before, with the Pirates he had taken 
aboard of it, being arriv'd at St. Domingo 
before Gonzalo's Ship: This Gentleman, 
who was kept a Priſoner in the Town, hear- 
ing of Don Medenta's Marriage with Char- 


lotta, ſent her a Letter to ask her Pardon 


for what was paſt, proteſting he was truly 
penitent, and that he honour'd her Virtue 
as much as he had lov'd her Perſon; and 
beg'd ſhe would procure his Enlargement 
from that diſmal Place.

Domingo, fearing Madam de Santerel] ſhould 
get knowledge of his Deſign, and again fol- 
low him ; beſide, he knew her Paſſion would 
be ſo violent, that he ſhould ſcarce be able 
to leave her. She was now in a deep Con- 
ſumption, and had been ſo kind to him, that 
he was oblig'd to withdraw himſelf with 
great. reluctance; and had he known Char- 
lotta was diſpos'd of, no doubt but he would 
have marry'd this unfortunate Lady, who 
now dearly paid for her parting him from 
her Rival ; for ſhe had like to have dy'd 
with Grief after he left her.

could not be carry'd out, but was unfortu- 


narely brought near the Rails : Charlotta 


turning her Head, ſoon knew his Face, 


gave a great Shriek, and ſwooned, fallin 

back into one of the Chairs. Don Medenta 8 
Jealouſy was preſently awaken d, and he 
too truly gueſs'd who was in the Church;

This Letter was deliver'd into Charlotta's 
Hand by Momandre the next Morning: For 
he ventur'd to go into the Gardens before 
day over the Stone-Wall, and there hid 
himſelf in a Summer-Houſe till Charlotta 
came into the Garden to walk with her 
Friend IJſabinda alone. He took this, as he 
thought, lucky opportunity, and at their 
coming into the Summer-Houſe to ſit down, 

pre- 
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preſented himſelf and the Letter to her. 
She was a little ſtartled, but believing Be- 
langer was not gone from the Iſland, ſhe 
expected to hear from or fee him, conclu- 
ding he would by ſome means or other find 
a way to ſend or come to her; ſo ſhe im- 
mediately gueſs'd who he came from. She 
read the moving Lines, and ſhedding aflood 
of Tears, ſaid, Sir, tell the unfortunate 
© Belanger it was his Misfortune, not my 


KF © Fault, that we are ſeparated; his leaving 


me, put me under a fatal neceſſity of gi- 
© ving my ſelf to him in whoſe Power was 
© left. I am now diſpos'd of to a noble 
© Husband, whom I am bound to love and 
© honour. It is altogether improper for me 
to admit of a Viſit from the Man whom 
I Thavelov'd, and ſtill have too much In- 
* clination for : Beſides, it is inconſiſtent 
* with my Honour, and may be both our 
© Ruin. I make it my laſt Requeſt to him 
© therefore to leave this Iſland immediately, 
and conjure him, as he values his own 
Life, or my Peace, not to attempt ſeeing 
me, or to ſtay here a dav longer. My 
* Husband is already alarm'd, and has, I 
fear, brought me to this Place with deſign 
© to betray nim. For Heaven's fake per- 
© ſuade him to fly hence, and not render me 
* intirely miſerable. Tell him, I beg him 
to remember me no more, but in his 
© Prayers, and to ſubmit with a Chriſtian 

1 Re- 
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; Reſignation to the Will of Heaven. This 
is all I can ſay to him, and my final An- 
- ſwer.' | 
At theſe Words ſhe roſe, and went.out 
of the Summer-Houſe, leaving Jſabinda to 
let him our at the back Gate with a Key 
which ſhe always carry'd in her Pocket, to 
let them into a Grove which was behind 
the Garden. Jſabinda haſten'd him away, 
intreating him never to return. Charlotta 
retir'd to her Cloſet, and there gave way 
to her Paſſion; her Love to Belanger was 
now reviv'd, and ſhe had the moſt dreadful 
Apprehenſions of his Danger that can be 
conceiv'd. She perus'd the dear Lines he 
had ſent her a hundred times over, and 
walh'd them pale with her Tears. Whilſt 
ſhe was thus employ' d, Don Medenta, who 
had lain all the time in the Village, and had 
receiv'd information of the Strangers lodg- 
ing at the Peaſant's, and of Mont andrè s be- 
ing in the Garden (Charlotta having been 
watch'd by the old Dovegna) knock'd at the 
Cloſet- door: She ask'd who was there; 
and hearing his Voice, clapt the Letter into 
her Boſom, and open'd the Dcor in ſuch a 
diſorder that her Lord would have been- 
much ſurpriz'd at, if he had nc. known the 
Cauſe of it before. He took her in his 
Arms with a forc'd Air of Affection, but 
his Eyes flaſh'd with Rage ; he trembled, 
and ſpoke in ſo diſtracted a manner, that 


ſhe 
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ſhe too well perceiv'd he was inform'd of 
what had paſt, and was fo overcome with 
Grief, that ſhe fainted in his Arms: he laid 
her gently on the Couch, and took the Let- 
ter out of her Boſom, read it, and putting 
it there again, call'd the old Governeſs who 
waited without, and preſently fetch*d Cor- 
| dialsto bring her to her ſelf; but they try'd 
all means in vain ſo long, that he thought 

her dead, and indeed began to abandon 
himſeif to Paſſion. Jſabinda, who had re- 
tir'd into her Chamber, ſeeing Don Medenta 
go into the Apartment as ſhe was going to 
give Charhtta an account that the Gentle- 
man was gone away in ſafety, hearing his 
Complaints, came in, and alſo thought her 
dead : The Phyſicians were call'd, and by 
their Aid ſhe was brought to Life, but im- 
media tely fell in Labour, being ſeven Months 
gone with Child. This caus'd a great deal 
of Confuſion in the Family, where nothing 
was prepar'd for her lying- in, it being de- 
ſign'd to be in the Caſtle with the utmoſt 
Magnificence. At three in the Afternoon 
ſhe was deliver'd of a Son, who liv'd but a 
few Hours, and was therefore by the Phy- 
ſicians advice baptis'd ſo foon as it was 
born. Don Medenta was highly afflidted at 
his own Imprudence in ſurprizing her, and 
ſhew'd the utmoſt Tenderneſs and Concern 
for her, kneeling by her bed- ſide on the 
Floor, kiſſing her Hands, profeſſing that he 
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lov'd and valu'd her above all earthly things, 
and could not live without her; till at laſt 


the Phyſicians intreated him to quit the 


Room, and leave her to repoſe: So the 
Chamber being darken'd, and none but Nur- 
ſes left to attend her, poor Charlotta was de- 
liver d up to her own {ad Thoughts, which 
ſoon threw her into a Fever which had like 


to have ended her Life. And now Don 


Medenta was ten times more enrag'd againſt I 
Belanger than before, looking upon him as 
the Cauſe of his Child's death, and per- 
haps of his beloved Charlotta s, for which 
he now reſoly'd to be reveng'd of him. In 
order to this, he immediately ſet four Bra- 
voes, whom he had before hir'd, and plac'd 
ready to ſeize him, to watch his Lodgings : 
they were all diſguis'd, and hid themſelves 
in a Field behind the Peaſant's Houſe ; to- 
wards the dusk of the Evening they per- 
ceiv'd Belanger and his Friend go forth, and 
take the way to Domingo's; they follow'd, 
and ſo ſoon -as they ſaw them enter the 
Grove, ſeiz'd them.

Guilt of murdering them, but only deſir'd 
to ſecure his own Repofe and his Wife's 
Honour, and would willingly have ſent 
them to any place, and ſet them at liberty, 
could he but have been ſecur'd from their 
ever returning to St. Domingo. To Belan- 
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ger's Friend he had no prejudice ; Bay he ra- 
ther had an Eſteem for him, for the gene- 
rous Friendſhip he had ſhown in risking 
his Life for his Friend. Theſe Gentlemen 
thus ſecur'd, the Bravoes went back to Don 
Medenta, who on this News was more at 
eaſe, and apply'd his whole Thoughts about 
Charlotta's Indiſpoſition. She was many 
days light-headed, calling often upon Be- 
langer, which ſtab'd him to the Heart. It 
was more than ſix Months before ſhe was 
able to go out of her Chamber. In this 
time ſhe often ask'd Iſabinda if ſhe could 
tell any news of Belanger, and was much 
troubled that ſhe could hear nothing of 
him.

from repenting I accompany'd you, that 
] rejoice that God has been pleas'd to

tho I were freed.” Belanger having been 
very attentive to all he ſaid, reply'd : 
Was ever Generoſity like this? What a 
© miſerable Wretch am I, that by my 
© Follys have ruin'd the Peace of her I 
© loved, and ſubjected my faithful generous 
© Friend to Fetters and a Dungeon? I 
© merit all that I can ſuffer ; but your Pre- 
© ſence puts me on the Rack, yet I will 


© hope. My God, thy ways are marvel- 


© lous,; in thee Il truſt, and ſtrive to bring 
my ſtubborn Will to ſubmit to thine. 
The firſt Tranſports of his Paſſion being 
thus conquer'd, he began to be reſign d: 
And now Food and Wine being brought 


to them, they eat thankfully what was 


provided, and for ſome Days convers'd 
and pray'd together, like Men prepar'd 
for all Events; but the damp unwholeſom 
Vapours in theDungeon threw 'em both into 
ſuch an Illneſs, taking away the uſe of their 
Limbs, that the commanding Officer, who 
was a French Man, ſent to Don Medenta, 
to know what he ſhould do with them; 
alluring him they would die, if not ſoon 

5 removed: 
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removed: On which he ſent Orders to 
him, to remove them to an Apartment on 
the top of the Caſtle, where they might 
walk on the Battlements and take the Air, 
have a Bed, and Chambers to walk about, 
and their Fetters taken off. His Con- 
ſcience touch'd him, and he would wil- 
lingly have freed Montandre, but that he 
fear'd he would make a Clamour about his 
Friend. Theſe Orders were punctually o- 
bey'd by the Officer, and the Priſoners 
ſoon recoverd: And he. ſometimes paid 
them a Viſit, and ſo became inform'd of the 
true cauſe of their being brought thither, 
and pity'd their Condition.

You may effect 
this by ſeizing the firſt Fi ſhing- boat you 
find on the Shore, of which there are 


many, plenty of Hutts being in theſe 


parts on the Coaſt, where Fiſhermen 
© dwell during this Summer-ſeaſon 3 and 
you will find their Boats, which. are 
© every Night haul'd up on the Shore. 
© This is all I dare do to ſerve you, and 
* this perhaps will coſt me my Life, if diſ- 
* cover'd.' They not only thank'd him in 
the moſt expreſſive terms, but promis'd if 
they ever liv'd to reach Virginia again, to 
ſhew their Gratitude : And he promis'd 
to give them intelligence of whatever: be- 
fel Charlotta, by the Captain who brought 
them thither, whom they reſolv'd to ſend 
to that Iſland yearly, he giving them a 
Dire&ion where they ſhould always inquire 
for him.

At laſt Orders coming for the Officer to 
depart thence, he faithfully perform'd all 
he had promis'd, leaving them Ropes and 
red Coats ; nay, when he took his leave, 
which he did with much Affection, he pre- 
ſented Belanger with a good Purſe of.

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cept of. But indeed it was neceſlary they

r they brought nothing to the Peaſant's 
Houſe in the Village, but ſome Linen and

The very Night after the Captain was 
gone they made their Eſcape, Montandre 
venturing down firſt from the Battlements, 
having ſworn his Friend ſhould not venture 
till he had try'd the Danger; for it was a 
vaſt height from whence they deſcended, 
and had the Rope broke, he had run 2 

eat riſque of loſing his Life. They 
faſten d two Ropes to the top of one of the

But alas! their condition was worſe than 


ever, they knew not well how-to ſteer the 
Boat, and were ſo weak and tired before, 
that they could ſcarce row or guide it. 
They had no Proviſions aboard but a little 
Bisket and ſalt Meat, that they found 
ſtow'd in the Fiſherman's Locker in his 
Cabin, with a Bottle of Rack, and a ſmall 
Barrel of freſh Water. And now all their 
hopes were to reach ſome Iſland not be- 
longing to the Spaniards; they ſteer d for 
Jamaica, from whence they were certain 
they could get a Paſlage to Virginia, where 
Belanger re{olv'd to remain with his Uncle 
and Friend till Charlotta was: dead, or 2 
Widow ; and never return to France again 
without her, whilſt ſhe was living. They 
were in fight of Famaica, when the Wind 
began to blow and the Waters foam : then 
a terrible Storm began, which drove them 
tor four Nights and Days quite out of their 
knowledge ; in which time their Proviſions 


ere ſpent, and their Strength ſo decay'd, 


that they were forc'd to lie down, and leave 
themſelves to Providence. - But nothing 
afflicted them ſo much as Thirſt ; all their 


freſh Waten was gone, and drinking ſalt, ſo 


ncreas'd their drought, that they fear'd 
to repeat it. Thus they contiaued for

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three Days more drove by the Winds and 
Wares : In theſe three Days Hunger ſo 
preſt them, that they ranſack'd every cor- 
ner of the Boat to find a Morſel to eat, 
and devour'd every bit of monldy Bisket 
they could find: but alas! that was fo 
little, it only tantaliz'd, not ſatisfy'd their 
craving Stomachs. And now they began 
to reflect, that it had been better for them 
to have continued Priſoners, than have ex- 
pos'd themſclves to fuch Miſerys. Thus 
Experience tells us, that when we have ob- 
tain'd our own Wiſhes, not eaſy in the 
Nate Providence has plac'd us in, we are 
more unhappy than we were before. And 
now the generous Montandre beg d his Kinſ- 
man to kill him, and preſerve his own Life, 
by feeding on his warm Fleſh, and ſucking 
his Blood, ſaying, * We muſt now both 
© inevicably periſh, unleſs one ſupply the 
© other's Wants.“ Belanger was ſo ſhock'd 
at this Propoſal, that his very Sout ſhiver. 
No (ſays he) before I would deſtroy you, 
© I would eat my own Fleſh : No, we wil 
live and die together: We have this 
Night paſs'd over many Banks of Sand, 
and are doubtleſs near ſome Shore; now 
© pluck up your Spirit, and let us redouble 
© our Importunity to God to ſend us a De- 
© liverance.” Before the Words were out 
of his Mouth a Wave tofs'd a large Dolphin 
into the Boat, which they kill _ the 
EE ars, 


| Oars, and fell to eating, ſucking the warm 


| drag'd the Boat up on the Sand, and lay 
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Blood and raw Fleſh more greedily than 
ever they had done the molt delicious Food 
prepar'd for them. This greatly refreſh'd 
them, and towards Sun-ſetting the Wind 
abating, they laid by their Oars, and'fell 
to eating more of the raw Fiſh, but ſpa- 
ringly, not know ing how long they had to 
live upon it. Whilſt they were at this 
ſtrange Supper they ſpy'd Land, on which 
they apply'd themſelves afreſh to their 
Oars, and about Midnight reach'd the 
Shore; uit not knowing where they were, 


in it till Day-break, having been driven in 
by the Tide with ſuch violence, that they 
could not ſtop her before ſhe {truck on the 
Sands. When Day appear'd they found 
they had enter d into the Gulph of Mexico, 
between the Iſles of Cyba and Jucatan, and 
were landed on that Coaſt where the Spa- 
niarde were Maſters : They thought it beſt 
to pretend they were Frenchmen, who, be- 
ing caſt away in a Ship, had efcap'd Death 
by getting into that Fiſhing-boat, which 
the Wind had (as they ſuppcs'd) drove out 
to Sea from the Havana, near which they 
pretended the Ship they were in periſh'd ; - 
for tho they had Soldiers Coats on, yet 
their Sparzh Habits ſhew'd they were Gen- 
tlemen, and their Behaviour ſhew'd their 
Breeding. The Spaniards receiv'd them 
G 3 kindly, 
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kindly, and a Merchant took them into his 
Houſe, where he entertain'd them very 
generouſly, and invited them to continue 
there till they could find means to go to 
Virginia, telling them it was their bell way 
to do fo by ſome trading Veſſel, which he 
ſuppos'd they muſt wait ſome time for. This 
Merchant had a Bark ready to fail with 
Goods for Carolina, from whence it would 
not be very difficult for them to go by Land 
to Virginia: He offer'd them a Paſlage in 
this Ship, which they gladly accepted of; 
and in few Days went aboard, and got ſafe 
to Carolina. They hired a Guide to conduct 
them thro the Country to Virginia; but 
paſſing by the Apalattean Mountains, a 
Party of Indians came down upon them, 
and catrying them away over the Moun- 
tains, plunder d them of their Money and 
Clothes, | | | 

Amongſt theſe Indians they continu'd four 
whole Years in the greateſt Miſery, being 
oblig'd to live after their barbarous faſhion 
as Slaves; till going out with a Party to 
cut Fewel in the thick Woods, they took 
their opportunity to make their Eſcape, be- 
ing deſperate, and hid-themſelves in a Cave 
inthe Night,chufing rather to venture being 
devour'd by wild Beaſts, than ſpend their 
Lives in Slavery. They lay conceal'd in 
this place till the Indians were gone farther 


on; and then, deſtitute of Food, _ in 
| = their 
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their Slaves Dreſs, they fled towards one 
of the Spaniſh Forts, which they could ne- 
ver have reach'd had they not met with an- 
old Hermit, who liv'd in a poor Cottage 
near a Wood: He was ſtanding at his door, 
and ſeeing two poor Slaves, who look'd 
like Death, come towards him, ſuppos'd- 
they were In want and Chriſtians, ſo invited: 
them in, to their great Surprize, and gave 
them Bread and Drink, asking where they 
were going. They gave him this account, 
That they were caſt away in a Ship, ſav'd 
in a Fiſhing-boat near the Havana, driven 
on the Coaſt of Jucatan; from thence went 
in a Bark to Carolina, and going .croſs the 
Countrys for Virginia, were taken and 
made Slaves; and weary'd with the Miſe- 
rys they endured, were now endeavouring.. 
to eſcape to Firt-Philip. He told them, he 
would conduct them thither in Safety the 
next Morning. They ſtaid with him all 
night, lying on Straw (as he did) with 
warm Coverlids: And being very impor- * 


| 

tunate to know the Reaſons of his living 
this ſolitary Life, he told them his Story in 
: theſe Words. ES 
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AM, faid he, by Birth a Frenchman; 
| I was the younger Son of a Counſellor, 
who had a great Eſtate, and was put in a 
good Poſt under my Father ſo ſoon as I was 
able to underſtand Buſineſs, having a Clerk's 


Place in the Salt- Office. Here being from 


under my Father's Eye, I contracted an in- 
timacy with a young Gentlewoman who 
liv'd with her Aunt, a Perſon who, tho 
-well-born, was falPn to decay, and they main- 
tain d themſelves by their Needles, and ſome 
ſmall income the Aunt had left, very gen- 
teely, but with much difficulty. It was 
my fortune to ſee this young Woman at 
Church, ſhe was very beautiful and genteel. 
I follow*d her home, made love to her, and 
was well receiv'd. I pretended an honou- 
rable AﬀeRion ; but, alas, had no other de- 
ſign in my wicked Heart but to debauch 
her. Their Circumſtances made them wil- 
lingly receive the Preſents and Treats ! 
gave them, not thinking it diſhonourable, 
ſince I pretended Marriage; glad was the 
innocent Creature to be ſo provided for : 
Their Converſation was charming,and their 
Conduct ſo reierv'd and modeſt, that I was 
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a great while before I could venture to 
make any attempt upon her Virtue ; but 
then I was repuls' d with ſuch Scorn and 
Reproofs, that I almoſt deſpair'd of ef- 
fecting my baſe deſign ; but knowing that 


it would be my Ruin if I marry'd her, and 


being now ſo much in love, that I knew not 
how to live without her, I ſtill perſiſted in 
my Viſits and Importunities, and tho re- 
fus'd the fight of her frequently, and al- 


waysreceiv'd with Reproaches, yet I could I 


not deſiſt ; and finding all my Attempts 
were in vain, and that I could not ſeduce 


her to my Will, at laſt I conſented to mar- 


ry her privately, on condition that ſhe ſhould 
keep it a ſecret. This ſhe gladly conſented 
to, and ſo we were marry'd by a Cordelier 
who was her Confeſſor: and then I was 
made happy in the poſſeſſion of my dear 
Louiſa, who was the moT virtuous and moſt 
charming Woman breathing. Here he ſhed 
ſome Tears, and could ſcarce go on; but 
recovering, he continwd' his Diſcourſe thus: 


And now, Gentlemen, I am going to relate 


a part of my Life, that fills my Soul with 
horror, and will, T hope, deter all that hear 
it from commitring ſuch Crimes: We paſt 
ſome Months as happily as we could with, 
and ſhe grew great with Child; but my Ex- 
pences increafing, and a proſpect of more 
charges coming on, made me grow fome-! 
thing tncafy ; co add to which, my Father 
oe 20 aim , eden 
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began to preſs me about a Marriage that 
Vas propoled to him much to my Advan- 
tage, This put anxious Thoughts into my 
Head, and made me reflect how imprudent 
I had been: My eager Deſires were ſatiſ- 
fy'd, my Love diminiſh'd, as my Ambition 
and Avarice were encreas'd ; and in fine, I 
wiſh'd her dead, and meditated on nothin 
but how to get rid of her. Thus my Fs 
obedience in marrying without my Father's 
knowledge and conſent, drew down Hea- 
ven's Anger upon me, and the Devil temp- 
ted me on to proceed to more flagrant 
Crimes. I did not viſit my Wife ſo often 
as uſual, but humour'd my Father in viſi. 
ting the young Lady propoſed to me, who 
was every way agreeable, and had the moſt 
prevailing Argument on her ſide to engage 
an's inconſtant Heart, that is, a great 
Fortune : ſhe was the only Daughter of 2 
rich Banker, had taken a fancy to me, and

Poiſon, which I made an infuſion of in 
Wine, and- putting it into a Vial in my 
Pocket, I went to my virtuous Wife to lie 
all Night : She receiv'd me with open 
Arms; I appear'd more chearful and kind 
than uſual z we ſup'd, and after ſupper I 
pretended I was not well, and deſir'd we 
might have ſome burnt Wine, which her 
Aunt preſently got: I ſlily pour'd the Poiſon 
into the Cup, which I preſented to my dear 
Wife, pretending ſhe and her Aunt muſt 
drink with me; they readily comply'd, al- 


ways ſtudying to obige me: But when I i 


ſaw Louiſa ſwallow it, my Soul ſhiver'd, my 
Conſcience fleœC in my Face; and when ſhe 
came and kiſs'd me asI wasgoing to bed, I 
telt Tortures not to be expreſs'd, or indeed 
conceiv'd, but by ſuch Wretches as my ſelf, 
She had not lain long in my Arms, but Con- 
vulſions ſeiz'd her Nerves, and I call'd her 
Aunt and Servant up, ſhewing the greateſt 
Concern; but neither of them ſuſpected what 
was the matter, nor need I counterfeit, for 


at that inſtant I was fill'd with ſuch Hor- Y 4 


rors, that I would have given the whole 
World to ſave her. From this Mowens my 
Cace 
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Peace was broke, and I became the moſt mi- 
ſerable Man breathing. She expir'd in my 
Arms before day, with the dear murder'd 
Infant in her; ſaying the kindeſt things to 
me. and praying for me even in the laſt A- 
gonies of Death. The innocent Loxiſa thus 
diſpatch'd, I took leave, giving Money to 
her Aunt (a0 was almoſt diſtracted with 
' Grief) io bury her. They had kept a 
Maid-ſervant ever ſince my Marriage, and 
T left them in the Houſe, and excus'd my 
ſelf from being preſent at her Burial, leſt my 
Father ſhould hear of ir; promiſing the 
Aunt to be always kind. to her. Having 
left theſe melancholy Objects, I went to 
the Tavern, drank a Quart of Wine to re- 
vive my Spirits, and then went home to my 
Father's.

I went abroad every day, drank, danc'd, 
went to the Play, and ſo lulPd my ſelf with 
variety of Pleaſures, that the Terrors of my 
Conſcience were ſomething ſilenc'd. The 
ſad Impreſſions of Loui ſa's Murder wore off, 
and I was marry'd ; but the Bridal-night I 
was no ſooner in bed, and the Candles ex- 
tinguiſh'd, than as I was going to take my 
Bride in my Arms, the Curtain at my Bed's- 
head was drawn back, and turning my 
Head, I ſaw Loviſa ſtanding by my fide, 
big with Child, and the fatal Vial in her 
Hand, which ſhe ſeem's to ſhake, and look'd 

uon 
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upon me with a Look that ſtruek quite thro 
my Soul ; the cold Sweat trickled down my 
Face, and the Bed ſhook under me, every 
Nerve ſhiver'd, as if the Agonies of Death 
had ſeiz'd me. . Thus I lay, with my Eyes 
ſhur, not daring to litt up my Eye-lids, till 


the Day-break had freed me from this dread- 


ful Viſion, which made ſuch an impreſſion 
on my Soul, that I fancy'd her cver in my 
ſight, and could not reliſh nor take any Sa- 
tisfaction in any thing I poſleſs'd. I con- 


ceal'd this from the World, and did all that 


was poſſible to oblige my new Wife, who 
was dotingly fond of me, and had brought 
me ſo great a Fortune, that we wanted no- 
thing that Wealth could purchaſe, to make 
us happy in a mederate way of Life. But 
Wealth could not cure my wounded Con- 
ſcience; Thad a load of Guilt upon my Soul, 
and was continually upon the rack ; this

about us ſhall be yours.” At theſe Words 
the Man ſhedding ſome Tears, took her by 
the Hand with an air that ſpoke him a 
Gentleman. Fair Creature, ſaid he, I

Mean time my 
elder Brother dying, I became Maſter of 
a Fortune ſufficient to anſwer hers: ſol. 
apply/d my ſelf not only to her obdurate 
Uncles, but to the Biſhop and principal 
Merchants, who importun'd them to con- 
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for they were-reſoly'd never to part with 
her and her Fortune, tho I proceeded ſo 
far, that Ioffer'd to divide it with them 
but this they rejected with a pretended 
Scorn. In fine, I ſaw all I did was to no 
purpoſe, ſo I reſolv'd to ſteal her away, 
and fly to Virginia to her Brother, who 
being now come of Age, might greatly 
aſſiſt me, as I will him. I ſet out for Paris 
with this deſign, but was ſtrangely diſap- 
pointed when I came there, for ſhe was 
remov'd thence to a Houſe of her Guar- 
dian's (an old Stone Building, ſtrong as a 
little Fort) in a Village in Normandy. Here 
they placed her under a kind of Guard, for 
they put an old Hag in the Chamber with 
her, who never let her ſtir out but on the 
Leads (for it was the uppermoſt Room in 
the Houſe; ) two ſtout ſurly Fellows liv'd 
below, and took care of the Gate. I took 
a private paging in this Village, diſguis'd 
like a mean Perſon, leaving my Servants 
and Horſes at a Market-Town three Miles 
off; and pretended to the old Farmer where 
I lodg'd, that I had been ſick, and was 
come to that Place for my Health, being a 
Tradeſman at Coutance; this paſs d very 
Vell with the Country People. The Houſe 
my dear Janetone was kept in, was moated 
round and had a Draw-bridge, which was 
ſeldom ler down but when any of the Ser- 
vants went out or in, I walk'd round it 
bs ſeveral 
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ſeveral Days, to conſider what courſe to 
take, and there I had the Pleaſure, or ra- 
ther Torment, of ſeeing my dear Janetone 
walking with the old Hag upon the Leads. 
did not dare to make any Sign to diſcover , 
my ſelf to her; and being convinc'd that it 


was impoſſible to get at her by fair means, 


| reſolv'd to uſe force; in order to which, 
[ ſent the old Farmer's Man to the Mar- 
ket-T'own, with a Letter to my Valet-de- 
Chambre, whom I had left with two Foot- 
men and four Horſes, to come to me next 
Morning, which they accordingly did. -I 
took them to a Place in fight of the Priſon 
where my Miſtreſs was, and we ſtaid con- 
ceal'd under the ſhelter of ſome Trees, till 
we ſaw one of the Men-ſervants come out, 
the Bridge being let down :- We rid up 
with Piſtols in our Hands, ſeiz'd on the 
Bridge, which my two Servants kept, whilſt 
my Valet-de-Chambre and I forc'd the Ser- 
rant at the Gate to give us entrance ; for I 
caught him by the Throat, and clapping 
my Piſtol to his Breaſt, bid him bring me 
to Madam Belanger, or I would kill him. 
He beg'd for Mercy, and I held him by the 
Arm, and aſcended the Stairs with him to 
the Room where ſhe was. You may believe 
ſhe was extremely ſurpriz'd at ſeeing a Man 
enter the Room thus rudely, but ſhe quickly 
recover'd her Fright at the fight of me. 
The old Hag ſcream'd and roar'd like one 

I diſtracted, 
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diſtradted, but that I little regarded; ſo! 
bid my Miſtreſs follow me, and we ran 


down Stairs; I mounted her upon my Horſe 


behind me, on which I had purpoſely put a 
Pillion, and my Men breaking down the 
Draw- bridge, threw it into the Moat, and 
ſo prevented our being purſu'd for ſome 
Hours; in which time we made off to 2 


Crrate's Houſe croſs the Country, about 


twenty Miles farther : Here we were mar- 
Ty'd, and lay conceal'd fcr above a Month, 
in Which time the Search made after us 
was over, and they concluded we were 
gone out of the Kingdom. Then having 
diſguis'd her in Man's Clothes, and a Ship 
and Money, with Bills of Exchange, being 
got ready for us at Diepe, we ſet out from 
the Curate's, attended by two Servants, and 
: got ſafe . 0 | | a 
Now we thought our ſelves happy, and 
had a- proſperous Voyage, till we came 
thro the Hraits; but then a dreadful Storm 
aroſe, drivipg us on this Coaſt ; and our 
Ship (which was but ſmall) ſtriking upon 
a Rock, ſprung a Leak, and we had no wa) 
to ſave our ſelves, but by getting into the 
Long- boat: my dear Wile was my chiel 
care, I got her one of the firſt in, and the 
Captain and ſeveral Sailors and Paſlenge!s 


leap'd after iu ſuch diſorder (all being wii 


ing to ſave their Lives) that they over. fe 
the Boat, and we Were all thrown-into tir 
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mercileſs Sea. I catch'd hold of my dear 
Wife, and ſeeing a Cheſt floating, and that 
we were not far from the Shore, I caught 
hold of it, bidding her throw her ſelf upon 
it: Thus we remain'd, till my Strength 
was ſo ſpent, that I could no longer ſuſtain 
the Waves beating againſt me, and fainted 
at the moment I ſaw a Fithing-boat making 
towards us; and now all my hope is, that 
ſhe was taken into it. 2 


Soon after he had ended his Relation, 
the old Fiſherman enter'd, with the good 
News, that a Fiſherman ſtanding on the 
Shore, ſaw the Lady taken up by the Boat, 
from whence they threw a Rope, which ſhe 
catch'd hold of ; and that the Man on the 
Cheſt was carry'd off towards the Shore 
by the Waves. He ſaid the Woman rung 
nd WM ber Hands; and ſeem'd to call after him; 
me i but that the Boat made away out of his 
um fight, from the Shore. Monſieur Abriſeauz _ 
our MW lifting up his Hands, cry'd, My God, 1 
pon ll © thank thee with my Soul, that her Life is 
way Ml © preſery'd : Let thy Angels keep her ſafe, 
the ll and direct me to her: ſtrengthen my 
chieſ Confidence in thee, that the improbabi- 
the lit y of our peeting again may not drive 
iger ? me to def] (hes | e | 
will The Hermits did all they could to com- 
| fort him, and procured a Habit like theirs 
o uber him: They re'olv'd to be gone the firſt 
cilels 1 oppor- 
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opportunity, but he could not be perſuaded 
to leave the Place without his Lady ; nay, 
his impatience was ſuch, that he often ven- 
rur'd out in a Morning early, and would go 
many Miles along the Sea-ſhore, making 
- Inquiry of the Fiſhermen : but alas ! he was 
deceiv'd in looking for her there, for ſhe was 
otherwiſe diſpos'd of. Some Months paſs'd 
in this manner, ſo that he began to deſpair 
of finding her, or they of getting thence ; 
but Providence, whoſe ways are unſearcha- 
ble, and always tend to our good, detain'd 
them there for the preſervation of the vir- 
tuous Janetone. 8 | 
Don Sancho one Morning going out very 
early alone, to go to the City to ſell his 
Straw-ware, and buy Proviſions, as uſual, 
aſſing by a Wood, heard the Voice of a 
ſoman making great Lamentations in the 
French Tongue: he tarn'd aſide to ſee if he 
could diſcover where ſhe was, and follow- 
ing the Voice, enter'd a great way into 
the Wood, in the thickeſt part of which he 
perceiv'd a Woman fitting on the Ground; 
ſhe had a Turkiſb Habit on, was very young 
and beautiful; ſhe held her Hands upon 
one of her Legs, which was much ſwoln; 
her Face was pale as Death, her Eyes ſunk 
with weeping and Famine Mc look'd upon 
him as a Perſon reſign'd to Death, and 
utter'd not one Word. He ſpoke to her in 
French, ſaying, © Madam, what ails you? 
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© how came you to this place? I am 2 
© Chriſtian, and can help you. Alas! (ſaid 
© ſhe) I fear all help comes too late ; I have 
© been here three Days with my Leg broke, 
© and have had neither Food nor Help, ſo 
am not able to move, or follow you; I 
* fled from Ruin and Infamy, and have met 
* Death : I was ſay'd from the mercileſs 
© Seas, to periſh on the more inhoſpitable 
Shore.“ Is not your Name Abriſeaux ? 
* (ſaid he.) Yes, (ſaid ſhe) but 
Here ſhe ſwooned, he was troubled that 
he had nothing to give her, but was forc'd 
to run. back to the Fiſherman's Cottage, 
which was half a Mile, yet nearer than his 
own : here he got ſome Brandy, and made 
him follow him with a Blanket: They ran 
all the way, and found her lying as dead, 


with her Teeth .clinch'd; he had much 


ado to get ſome of the Brandy down her 


Throat, but at laſt ſhe began to breathe 


and move: Then they put her into the 
Blanket, and carry'd her betwixt them 
home to Don Saxcho's, where the tranſ- 
ported Abriſeaux was ſo divided betwixt 
Grief and Joy, that he ſcarce knew what 
he ſaid or did. The Ladys got her into 
Bed, and gave her hot Spoon- meat; but 
when they came to look upon her Leg, 
they ſhrunk back amaz'd, for ſhe had broke 
it ſhort at the Inſtep, the Bone being ſplit, 

I 3 came 
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came thro; her Leg and Foot was (6 
ſwell'd, that had the beſt Bone-ſetter in 
the World been there, he could not have 
ſet it at that inſtant. Catherina had ſome 
Skill, ſhe preſently made a Fomentation 


with Herbs and Wine, and apply'd Stoups 


dip'd therein to it, which gave the poor 
Lady great Relief in ſome Hours: what 
to do more they knew not, for they did 
not dare to ſend for a Mahometan Surgeon, 
and there was no Chriſtians of that Profeſ- 
ſion, gnd they all fear'd a Mortification, 
but Monſieur Abriſeaux was almoſt dif- 
traced. At laſt Don Sancho went to the 
LA and told him he had occaſion for a 

urgeon, and defired his aſſiſtance. He 
told him, a Friend of his had bought 2 
Chriſtian Slave of that Profeſſion, who had 
- been-Surgeon to a French Ship; he would 
direct and recommend him to that Friend. 
He went with a Letter from this Jew to 
the other, who freely lent him his Slave. 
So they went together, and Don Sancho 
talking with him by the way, found he was 
Surgeon to the Ship which brought Ange- 
liza from Canada. He acquainted him with 
her being in his Houſe, and his own Story, 
not fearing to be diſcover'd by a Chriſtian, 
whom he offer'd to redeem from Slavery 
of the Jew; an Offer the other gladly ac- 
cepted of, 'no queſtion ; for tho we often 
live as ill as Heathens, who * _ 
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ſelves Chriſtians, and whilſt we live toge- 
ther are often at variance ; yet none but 
ſuch as have experienced it, can tell the 
Joy and Comfort poor Chriſtians find, in 
meeting and converſing together when in 
Slavery, and amongſt Turks and Heathens ; 
then true Charity glows in their Breaſts, 


and they gladly aſſiſt one another to the ut- 


molt of their Power , Tor 
This Surgeon was careſs'd by all, but 
eſpecially by Angelma, Who knew him to 
be a very honeſt Gentleman. He dreſt 
the poor Lady, and miraculouſly reſtor'd 
her Leg to ſuch a ſtate, that in ſix Weeks 
ſhe could walk with a Crutch, tho never 
able to go upright, but was ever lame, it 
being impoſſible to cure it otherwiſe, ha- 
ving lain fo long without help. Angelina 
asked him what was become of the Cap- 
tain? He told her he was dead, he be- 
liev d, of the Wounds he receiv'd in the 
Fight; a juſt Reward for his Crimes in 
uſing her as he had done. And now Madam 
Abriſeaux being able, acqua inted them how 
ſhe came into this condition, and the occa- 
ſion of her flying to the Wood where Don 
Sancho fonnd her. . 
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EING pull'd into the Boat (ſaid ſhe) 

by means of the Rope they threw out 
to me, I expected them (having ſhewn ſo 
much Charity to me) to have made after 
you (addreſſing her ſelf to her Husband; ) 
but they ſeem'd deaf to my Intreatys ; nei- 
ther did they underſtand me, I believe, 
becauſe they were Strangers to my. Lan- 
guage. They made away for Tunit, to 
which they were going, it being a Fiſhing- 
boat belonging to a Baſhaw who lives 
there, and ſent them out the Day before 
to get Fiſh for his Table, as his Cuſtom 
was. They certainly imagin'd they had 
got a Prize in me, ſeeing me young and to- 
lerably handſome. When they had brought 
me to ſhore, they led me directly to the 
Baſhaw's (their Maſter's) Houſe, where l 
Was deliver'd to a Black, who ſeem'd 
mighty glad, and view'd me fo curiouſly, 
that my Face was over-ſpread with Bluſhies. 
By him I was led to a fine Apartment, where 
an old Maid-ſervant, who fpoke French, 
came to me; the Grief and Surprize I was 
under made me glad to meet with ſome 


body, to inform me what I was to be done 
| a with: 


1} 
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with: I ask d her many Queſtions, and 
was anſwer'd, that I was to be Miſtreſs to 
one of the handſomeſt and moſt powerful 
Men in the Place, that he was his Prince's 
chief Favourite : in ſhort, ſhe prais'd him. 
up to the Skys. I told her I was already 
marry'd, and muſt rather die, than admit 
of another's Embraces. She laugh'd at that, 
and taking off my wet Clothes, brought me 
up a Turkiſh Dreſs. Thus I remain'd many 
Days confin'd in this Place, being furniſh'd. 
with all Neceſſarys of Food, Habit, and 
Lodging; in which time walking in the 
Gardens, I ſaw and convers'd with ſome 
of thoſe unfortunate Women who had been 
purchas'd for his Pleaſures, Europeans, now 
made Slaves to the inſolent Mahometan, 
who was at this time at a Country-houſe 
about two Miles diſtant from the Wood in 
which Don Sancho found me, ſothat it was 
ſome Months before I was expos'd to the 
Iafidel's view. During my Abode in this 
Place I made ſome Attempts to eſcape, but 
could never effect it, for the Slaves ſo nar- 
rowly watch'd us, that there was no hopes 
of getting away. And now being almoſt 
over whelm'd with Sorrow, I apply'd my 
ſelf to God to deliver me. Indeed, I won- 
der d that I continued ſo long without 
ſeeing this tyrannical Algerine; but at laſt I 
learn d the Reaſon, he was ſick of a tert ian 
Ague and Fever all that time: at laſt being 

. 8 recover d, 
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recover'd, he order'd me to be brought to 
him; to his Country-houſe, having had 
ſtich an advantagious Character given him 
of me, that he was impatient to ſee me. 
I bad contracted a kind of Friendſhip with 
à young Creature, who had been brought 
there at ten Years old ; her Name was 
Henrietta Belbaſb, a French Peaſant's Daugh- 
ter; who being God- daughter to a Lady, 
whoſe Husband was a rich Merchant, and 
went to ſettle in the Weft- Indies with his 
Family, ſhe took this beautiful Girl along 
with her, and the Ship being unfortunately 
taken, and brought into Tunis, ſhe was 
fold to this Baſhaw, whoſe Miſtreſs ſhe 
had been five Years when I came to that 
unhappy Place. She was fair as an Angel, 
witty, and highly ſenſible of her Misfr. 
tune. She had brought him a Daughter, 
which was carry'd away from her ſoon 
after it was born. She pity'd me extreme- 
ly, and aſſur'd me that it was almoſt 
impoſſible to eſcape thence. She ſeem'd. 
refign'd to her Misfortunes, and ſaid, ſince 
God had been pleas'd to ſuffer her to be 
reduc'd to ſuch a way of life, where ſhe 
could have no opportunity of practiſing 
her Religion, or avoiding the Infidel's 
Embraces, ſhe hop'd he would not lay any 
thing to her Charge as a Crime, {ſince it 


© was Compulſion, not Choice. But all her 


Arguments ſeem d weak to me, and I re- 
Tr, x. ſoly'd 
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folv'd on Death, rather than to yield. At 
laſt, one Morning the old Heuch Woman 
enter d my Chamber, and bid me prepare. 
my ſelf ro go co the great Man, whoſe 
Favourite I was to be. She brought me a 
rich Habit and Linen, and dreſs d me to all 
the Advantage ſuch a Pagan Habit could 
be put on with, whilſt I ſtood weeping, 
careleſs of what ſhe did, and meditating 
what to da. At laſt ſhe threw a Vail over 
me, and led nie thro the Garden to a kind 
of Horſe-litter, into which the black Slave 
put me. I perceiv:d,that there were ſeven. 
or eight ill-look'd Slaves to guard me, ſo 
that it was in vain to reſiſt. I was about 
three Hours upon the Road, and had refus'd 
to eat any thing before I ſet out; ſo that 
I was ſo faint when they came to take 
me cut, that two of them were fain to lead 
me into the Houſe, which was a kind of 
earthly Paradiſe, adorn'd with fine Paiut- 
ings, and ſuch Furniture, that I was ſur- 
priz'd. Being conducted to a delicate 
Chamber, where there was a Bed made 
after the European Faſhion, and Velvet 
Stools and Chairs, things very uncommon 
in theſe parts of the World; they left me, 
and in a few Moments after a Gentleman, 
in a rich Night-gown and Turban, enter d- 
he was tall, ſlender, and delicately ſnap'd, 
bis Eyes were black and ſhining, his Skin 
moderately fair, his Air and Mien ſo ſoft 
N. : 
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and engaging, - that I ſtood confounded. 
At theſe Words Monſieur Abriſeaux red- 


den'd; ſhe perceiving it, with a Smile 
ſaid, My Dear, don't be jealous, for his 


Beauty and Perſuaſions did him no further 


Service with me, but to raiſe my Pity; 
for | ſcon perceiv'd he was a European, and 
had bought his Greatneſs here by renoun- 
cing his Faith. He bow'd,. and ſtood 
looking upon me for ſome time without 
{peaking ; then, like a Man waken'd from 
a pleaſant Dream to ſubſtantial Joy, he 
catch'd me in his Arms, and ſaid in French, 


* Fame has done you wrong, {weet Crea-

* ture; you are fairer than Fancy could 
© *conceive; take to your Arms a Man that 


a Treaſure ; no Barbarian or fierce Moor,

of the World: I am an Halian, whom 
* Injurys drove hither; who being ruin'd 
© by my Fellow-Chriſtians, have fled for 
© Succour to Barbarians, who have advanc'd 


and made me great enough to make you 


© as happy as the World can make you. 
My Soul was fill'd with Horror at theſe 


Words. © Have you renounc'd your Sa- 
<< viour (faid I) and think a Chriſtian can 
' © look upon you without Abhorrence ? My 


© Religion and Honour are fo dear to me, 
that I will die for either; and tho J am in 
your Power (as you imagine) whilſt I 

| | © remain 


adores you, and knows how to value ſuch - 


but one who was born in the politeſt part 
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© remain firm in this Reſolution I am ſafe, 
© and your Attempts are vain.” He ug'd all 
the Perſuaſions poſſible to gain me, nay, 
ſtoop'd to beg and pray; but finding me 
inflexible, and growing faint, being ſtill 
weak with his late Illneſs, he call'd for 
Wine, Sherbet, and Sweetmeats, courting 
me to eat and drink; but I refus'd. Then 
he ask'd me if I deſign'd to be my own 
Murderer, and damn my ſelf? I anſwer'd, 
No; but that I did not think it ſafe to eat 
and drink with a Perſon who had baſe 
Deſigns upon my Virtue, and might, per- 
haps, deprive me of my Reaſon by ſome 
ſtupify ing Drug, and ruin me: therefore 
I would abſtain from eating till Providence 
ſupply'd me with ſome wholeſom Bread. and 
Water, or any thing that might fatisfy 
Hunger without danger. He ſeem'd ſur- 
priz d at my being ſo reſolute, and no 
doubt but hts Conſcience prick'd him when 
he ſaw me ſo well perform my Duty, which 
he had thro Cowardice and Ambition ated 


contrary to. At laſt he took leave, bid- 


ding me reflect, that no human Power 
could free me from him ; that I muſt at laſt 
yield to his Deſires ; that he would much 
rather gatn me by Courtſhip, than Force ; 
but if I continued obſtinate, he muſt be 
oblig*d to conſtrain me to be kind: then he 
left me, a Slave keeping the Door. This 


Civility, I believe, was owing to his 


Weak- 
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weakneſs ; but being now left alone, I far 
down in a Chair, and fell into as ferious 
conſideration of my wretched Condition: 
I had no Weapon to defend my ſelf, or 


harm him; the Doors were guarded ; then 


I view'd the Windows, and they were ſo 


high, that a Leap from thence ſeem'd to 


threaten certain Death : 1 diſputed in my 
Conſcience the lawfulneſs of fuch an Ac- 
tion. Thus I ſat till Evening, being often 
interrupted by his officious Slaves, who 
brought me choice Wines and Preſents from 
him, all which 1 reſus'd; yet at laſt fear- 


ing want of Suſtenance would render me 


unable ro reſiſt him if he offer'd Force, or 
Faintneſs ſeize my Spirits, and deprive me 
of my Reaſon, . I made the Slave that 
brought in the Wine, drink a Glaſs of it be- 
fore me, and then I took two Glaſles full my 


| ſelf, and eat ſome Bread. When it grew dark 
they urg'd me to go to bed, but Iretus'd. They 
brought in two Wax Lights, and retired, 


ſhutting the Door; arid, now I trembled, 


fearing what follow'd. About Midnight 
the Apoſtate Baſhaw enter'd the Chamber, 


and faſtening the Door, came to me, uſing 


all the ſofteſt Perſuaſions and Intreatys : in 


ſhort, finding me deaf to all his Sollicita- 
tions, he proceeded to uſe Force ; but then 


' ſome kind Angel ſure aſſiſted me, for I grew 


ſtrong, and he ſoon tired, renew'd his In- 


— 
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ireatys. At laſt he ſwooned at my Feet, 
and then being diſtracted with my Fears, 1 
reſolv d to uſe thoſe happy Moments; ſo 
without ſtanding to deliberate, I catch'd the 
rich Saſh off that ty'd his Night-Gown,and 
faſtening one End to one of the Bars of the 
Windows, flid down ; but that being not 
above three Yards long, I fell down from a 
great height, and lay for ſome time quite 
ſtun d; but recovering, found I had not 
broke my Bones, and riſing on my Feet, 
fled rowards the next Wood, it being a 
rery Moon-light Night: I thought it not 
ſo far off as it prov'd, for it was near two 
Miles, as I gueſs, and I had hardly 
Strength left to reach it, but Fear drove me 
on. When I enter'd the Wood I was filbd 
with more dreadful Apprehenſions, and 
tancy'd the wild Beaſts would devour me; 
to avoid which I got up into a Tree, whoſe 
Trunk, being old and hollow, I eaſily 
climb'd : There I ſeated my ſelf, and 
paſs d the remainder of the Night till Day- 
break; but then I fear'd to deſcend, leſt 1 
ſhould be purſu'd; nor did I know where 
to go. Whilſt I was thus muſing Sleep pre- 
vail'd over Thought, and I fell into a Slum 
ber, and drop'd down from the Tree, 
which Fall broke my Leg. What I endur'd 
for three Days that J lay there, you may 
imagine : T expeRed nothing but Death, as 
I had reaſon to do; but Providence pre- 
Rs ferv'd 
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ſerv'd and reliev'd me by your means, fo 
which I will be thankful whilſt 12 : 


All the Company join'd in Praiſes to 
God, and were filld with Admiration : 
They paſs d the time for ſome Weeks very 
agreeably, till the good old Fiſherman, whom 
they had converted to the Chriſtian Faith, 


together with his Wife, acquainted: them, 


that he had that Morning met at Sea with 
a Spaniſh Ship, had been aboard it, and 
inform'd the Captain of their being there : 
that he had promis'd to ſend his Long-boat 
that Night to a Creek behind the Rocks, 
to fetch them. It is, ſaid he, a Ship of 
good force, and fears no. Pirate, being well 
arm'd and mann'd. Don Sancho, on this 
News, went away to Tunis, and gave his 
Friend the Surgeon notice, who went 
back with him. The Ladys in the mean 
time pack'd up their Jewels, Money, and 
ſome Linen; and all being ready, they 
went away to the Creek in the dusk, and 
waited the Boat's coming. They offer'd 
to take the Fiſherman and his Wife along 
with them, but they choſe to end their 
Lives in their own Country, pleading 
their Age: ſo they left them all their 
Furniture, and twenty Pieces of Gold, a 
ſufficient Proviſion for them. The Ship's 
Boat came about eleven of the Clock at 


Night, and carry'd them off ſafely to the 


Dos Ship, 
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Ship, Don Sancho promiſing to aſſiſt Ange- 
lza and the Surgeon to return to Fance by 
Land, and he and Catharina doubted not of 
2 good Reception from his Friends at Ma- 
id. Belides, the two Ladys had brought 
ſuch-a Treaſure- in Jewels from the Bey's 
Seraglio, that (being divided) was ſuffi- 
cient to provide for them all. Monſieur

od to lock upon him, and deliver him 
from the Miſerys of Lite. Whilſt he was 
thus employ'd, the Villains retreating to 
their Boat were ſet upon by a Party cf Sa- 
vages, about a hundred in number, many 
of whom fell by the Spaniard's Shot, who 
diſcharged their Guns and Piſtols at them, 
which obliged the Indians to give back, 
The Spaniards being but eight in num- 
ber, and ſome of them wounded, retired 
towards the Shore to get into their Boat; 
but, to their great Surprize, found it 
gone; for their Companions that were left 
to take care of it, being ſhot at with Ar- 
rows by the Savages, who from the Rocks 
ſhot down upon them, concluded their Com- 
panions dead, and made off to their Ship 
with all the Speed they were able. The 
eruel Spaniards now too late repented tie 
wicked Deed they had done, and ſeeing 
Death at hand, trembled at future Puniſh- 
ments; Deſpair urg'd them on, and they 
turn'd back and purſu'd their Enemies, who 
fied before them to the place-where poor 
Belanger, rouz'd with the Noiſe of their 
Guns and Swords, was ſtanding as a Man 
who was prepar'd for Death, and uncon- 


cern'd at whatever happen'd: but when 
| they 
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they call'd to him to help them, crying for- 
zive, and join with us; Chriſtianity, and 
nd, the Generoſity of his great Soul, made him 
ter· forget the Injuries they had done him; and 
an like a Lion rouz'd from his Den, fall on the 
n Savages till they had all left the Place. Then

| thinking it unſafe to purſue them further, 
wy he adviſed the Spaniards toretreat towards: 
ne River under the Covert of ſome Rock; 
" WW thy conſented, and haſted thither, there 
they found a great Cavern in the {ide of 
a Rock, into which they enter'd with Joy, 
nud being quite ſpent ; and three of them 
wt dangerouſly wounded, they ſat down on the 
Ground to reſt, deſtitute of Food or any 
Neceflaries. That Night the three wound- 
ed Men expir'd ; a ſad Admonition to the 


4 reſt, who were cenſcious they deſerved no 
1; ess. They were now ſincerely penitent, 
end conſulted with Belanger, whom they re- 


. ſolv'd to obey in all things, what was beſt 
15 to be done; they knew they could not live 
without Proviſions, and tho they hop'd the 
| Boat would return to fetch them, yet that 
> being uncertain, they mult find ſome way: 

to ſubſiſt. Ar laſt they reſolv'd to go out 

of this diſmal Place before it was broad. 
Day, and if poſſible ſeize upon one of the 
Huts of the Savages, and ſecure them, and. 
ſo keep them as Hoſtages, ſending one at a 
time to fetch Food for them, and by Signs. 
threaten to kill the reſt if lie fail'd to re- 
5 8 ö curn- 
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turn. They charg'd their Fire-Arms, and 
crept along the Shore till they came to 3 
Hut, into which they enter'd, and found 
two Savages, a Woman, three Children, 
and an European Man, as his Complexion 
ſhew'd, afleep; they ſeiz d the Savages, but 
for the white Man, who appeared to be of 
a great Age, he aroſe and embraced them, 
crofſirg himſelf ; and lifting up his Hands 
as a Man over-joy'd, he ſpake to them in 
the Latin Tongue, deſiring to know who 
they were and whence they came. The 
Spaniards afraid to ſpeak the true Cauſe of 
their coming thither, ſaid they were come 
on Shore in their Boat in fearch of freſh 
Water, and being ſet upon by the Savages, 
had been detained there whilſt the Boat 
went off; thoſe they left in it being as they 
ſuppoſe frighted away by the Noiſe of their 
Guns. Then the old Man ſpoke to the 
Indians in their Tongue, and they imme- 
diately fell at the Spaniards Feet, kiſſing 
them, and bowing down their. Heads in 
token of Obedience. The old Man told 
Belanger that he had liv'd twenty Years in 
that Country; that he was a Benedifine- 
Monk, born at Valladolid in Spain, and thence 
ſent to Peru, from whence he had travel'd 
to this Place by land; that he had learn'd 
the Language of theſe Savages, and living 
amongſt them, gain'd their Eſteem, and con- 
verted many to Chriſtianity ; that theſe poor 
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that he would undertake they ſhould ſupply 


frequently to invade him, and carry off ſome 
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Savages were ſome of them, with whom he 
choſe to live, being very honeſt People; 


all their Wants, and be very ſerviceable to 
them; that the Savages they had fought 
with were the Enemies of the Prince that 
govern'd that part of the Country, and us'd 


of his People, whom they eat, as his Sub- 
jects did them; but that now he had per- 
ſuaded a great many from doing it, and 
pretty well broke them of thoſe barbarous ü 
Cuſtoms. Then he deſir'd the Spaniards to Wl 
ſit down with him, and take ſome Refreſh- 4 
ment without fear. After which he ſaid he 
would conduct them to a place where they 
might live ſecurely, till he conld find means 
to procure their Return to the Iſland of &. 
Domingo or Virginia, offering to be their 
Guide to Cartagena, from whence they might 
get Shipping to either Place. Belanger re- 
turn'd him a thouſand Acknowledgments, 
and in his Soul greatly admir'd. the Provi- 
dence of God, but wanted an Opportunity to 
inform him of the Spaniards Villany in bring- 
ing him thither, and to warn him not to be 
too free in diſcovering any ſecret Retreat 
to them, which he was deſirous to conceal, 
tho his Countrymen; for tho they appear'd- 
ſincerely penitent, yet he fear'd to truft 
himſelf with them to return to the Iſland of 
K. Domingo, reſolving to go to Virginia, and 

| not 
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not venture to go there any more; con- 
cluding in himſelf, that if CHarlotta's Af, 
fection for him continued ſincere, ſhe would 
now being a Widow, find means to get a- 
way and come to him thither ; and that if 
at his return to Virginia, he could hear no- 
thing of her nor his dear Friend Montandre, 
he would apply to the Spanih Vice-Roy at 
Mexico for juſtice; and being a Native of 
France, he doubted not of obtaining it, ſince 
France and Spain were at Peace. He and 
the reſt ſat down with the good Monk; the 
poor Savages, who were by Profeſſion Fiſh- 
ermen, ſet Bread and cold dreſs'd Fiſh be- 
fore them, with ſome Meat and Broth, which 
they had boil'd the Day before for the hum- 
ble Prieſt and themſelves ; this they had 
warm'd over a Fire which they made in the 
Hut with a few Stones ſet in form of a 
Hearth, with a Hole made in the Ground, 
ſetting the Port on the Stones, and making a 
Fire underneath : they gave them alſo Drink 
and Rum, which greatly refreſh'd them. 
Belanger whiſper'd the Monk that he 
wanted to ſpeak with him alone; he took 
the Hint, and after eating, advis'd the Sa- 
niards to lie down on the clean Straw which 
the poor Savages had laid for them in one 
Corner of the Hut, the only Bed he and 
they had us'd to lieſupon; there, ſaid he, you 
may repoſe your ſelves, whilſt your Leader 
and I diſcourfe. They readily comply'd, 
- * glad 
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glad to take ſome Reſt. So he and Belanger - 
walk d out over a Hill, then they deſcended 
into a fine Valley, at the bottom of which 
was 4 little kind of Copſe or Thicket, corfi- 

os'd of ſtately tall Trees and cloſe quickſet 
Hedges, By the way Belanger told him his 
Story; and the Monk deteſting their Baſe- 
neſs, told him he ſhould return no more 
to them, but abide with thoſe that he had 
plac d in that little Cell to which he was 
going to carry him: there you will find, 
ſaid he, a Gentleman and Lady whoſe Con- 
verſation will make you think the time no 
way tedious whilſt you ſtay here; it is 
a Month ſince they were caſt away upon 
this Shore, and by my means, thro the 
Mercy of God, preſerved as you have been. 
I heard a dreadful Storm in the dead of the 
Night, and walking out on the Shore ſo 
ſoon as Day-break to ſee what Miſchief 
that ſad Night had done, diſcern'd at ſome 
diſtance two Women, one richly dreſs'd, the 
other like her Servant,wringing their Hands, 
and lamenting over a Perſon who lay on the 
Sands, as I ſuppos'd, dead; the Lady expreſ- 
ſed the moſt extravagant concern that ever I 
beheld. I made what haſte I could to their 
Aſſiſtance, and at my approaching her was 


extremely. ſurpriz'd ; ſhe was young, and | [5 


fair as an Angel, her Hair was hanging looſe, 
and wet as was her Habit, but ſhe had a 
Necklace and Pendants of Diamonds, with 


a

a Stomacher that dazled my Eyes; ſhe was 
dreſs'd in a Saniſb Dreſs, her Veſt was 

black Velvet, her Petticoat gold Tiſſue, 

Bracelets of Pearl; and in fine, I never ſay 

a Perſon of greater Beauty, or who ap. 


pear'd more like a Woman of Quality than 


the diſtreſs'd Elvira, for that is her Name: 
the Man that lay at her Feet as dead, ap- 
pear'd her Equal in all kinds; he was young, 
handſom, richly dreſs'd, and ſeem'd jul 
drown'd. I ſtaid not to deliberate, but 
lifted him up, ſaying in Spaniſh, which I 
ſuppos'd ſhe ſpoke, God comfort and help 
vou, ſweet Lady, has this Gentleman been 
here in this Condition, any time ? Oh no, 
ſaid ſhe, he is juſt caſt upon the Shore. 
Then ſaid I, there is hopes; I immediately 
rurn'd his Head downwards, and a great 
deal of Water pouring out of his Mouth, he 
ſhew'd ſome ſigns of Life. Having thus gi- 
ven his Stomach ſome relief by this Diſ- 
charge of the Water, I ſet him upright on 
the Ground, chafed his Temples, and ta- 
king a little Bottle of Rack, which I al- 
ways carry about me, pour'd ſome down 
his Throat; in fine, I brought him to Life, 
and ſhe and the Maid, her Servant, aſſiſ- 
ting, we brought him into this little Wood 
to which we are going, a Place which I 
had choſen to make me a little Oratory in, 
and had cauſed my converted Savages to 
build with ſome Boards, making me a kind 
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oc little Chappel with an Altar, and a ſmall 
chamber or Dormitory behind it to repoſe 
, in in the heat of the Day. Here 1 us'd to 
perform the holy Duties of my Office, to 
baptize, and give the bleſſed Euchariſt, ha- . 
ring under the Altar a way into a little * 
Vault, where I keep poor Veſtments and Ni 
what elſe belongs to the Altar. I brought 
them to this Place, fearing the Jewels ſhe - 
had on, and her Beauty, might tempt the i 
\ Savages to ſome Wickedneſs: for ſhould | 
the ſavage Prince Maca, who. governs this 
part of this barbarous Country, hear of or i 
get ſight of this fair European, he would IF 
have her for his brutiſh Pleaſure in ſpite of 4 
all Intreaties or Reſiſtance ; therefore I ſe- [| 
' 


cur'd her here, where ſhe has remain'd a 
whole Month conceal'd. Her Adventures, 
and the brave Gomez, her Husband's, ycu 
ſhall know from themſelves: in this Place MW 
and Company I will leave you, and at my Uh 
return to your Companions, tell them a 1 
wild Beaſt came out of a Wood and devour'd it 
you, ſo ſend them away by the firſt oppor- 1 
tunity, and then Iwill diſguiſe and conduct 1 
you, Elvira, her Husband and Servant, to þ 
Cartagena, from whence we will go together 
for Europe, or where you pleaſe; for I am 
weary with living amongſt Savages, and 
having but a little time more to live in the 
World, am deſirous to ſpend it in my Con- 
rent amongſt my Countrymen and F * 
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who may lay me to reſt when dead among 
my Anceſtors. The Hardſhips I have in- 
dur'd for twenty Years in this Place, have 
ſo broke my Conſtitution, that I am not 
able to hold it much longer. By this time 


they were come to the Wood, and ſo end- 


ing their Diſcourſe, the Monk preſented 
Belanger to Gomez and Elvira, who. being 
acquainted with his Adventures; embrac'd 
and welcom'd him to their poor Habitation, 
over - joy d that they ſhould have ſuch Com- 
pany, and promis'd to go with him to Vir- 
inia, and procure him all the Satisfaction 
e could deſire of the Governor of the 
Illand of &. Domingo, Elvira being the Vice - 
Roy's Daughter. But Words cannot ex- 
preſs Belangers ſurprize at the firſt fight of 
theſe Strangers; he thought Elvira ſo beau- 
tiful, that fe excel'd all her Sex; her Air, 
her Shape, Dreſs and Face, and the gloo- 
mineſs of the Place ſhe was in, fill'd him 
with an unuſual Veneration and ReſpeR for 
her.

OMEZ began his Relation 1n theſe 
Words : I ſhould firſt relate my dear

niard : her Mother was Elvira Mariana &. 
_ briente, Daughter of Don Lopez Lord of 
Langora, a Caſtilian Lord of. great Merit 
and-Fortune.

| | 1 Accident 
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Accident that happen'd in my Infancy : my 
Father had a Siſter, who was eſteem'd one 
of the faireſt and moſt accompliſh'd young 
Ladys in Spain ; ſhe was but fifteen when 

my Father brought her to Court; there a 

young Caſtilian Cavalier, who was a Colo- 
nel of the Guards, and Nephew to Elvira's 
Father, ſaw and fell in love with my Aunt, 
who was already promis'd to a Lord of the 
firſt Quality and Fortune in Arragen : he 
courted her privately by means of a Ser- 
rant, who was in his-Intereſt ; and having 
gain d my Aunt's Affection, at length ob- 
tain'd the laſt Favour. It was not long 
after this unhappy Converſe had been be-

this Page with him, both well arm'd ; and 
the Moon ſhining very bright, ſaw Don 
Duante go into her Chamber by the Lad- 
der, which he left hanging in order to his 
Retreat, as uſual. He ſtaid till he ſupposd 
he was undreſt and gone to bed; then he 
mounted the Ladder, follow'd by his Page, 
and coming into the Chamber, where 2 
Wax-light was burning on the Table, a- 
proach'd the Bed ſoftly. Don Dwuante ha- 
ving heard ſome little noiſe, was ſtarted 
up, and fat upright in the Bed: This gave 
Alonzo a fair opportunity for his Revenge,

Perſons ; nay, involv'd their Familys in the 
greateſt Misfortunes, and have intail'd them 
upon their Poſterity ; the firſt Ground of 
which was the Lady's Parents, who not 
conſulting her Inclination, match'd her a- 


her made. her yield to another, when ſhe 
was pre-ingag'd by them: and an un- 
chriſtian Spirit of Revenge govern'd her 
Husband, and made him commit two 
| dreadful Murders, and incur the Anger of 
Heaven, and the Juſtice of the Laws ; 
which, tho he eſcap d by Flight and his 
Prince's Favour, yet it ruin'd his Peace and 
Fortune. I hope it will be a warning to all 
who hear this diſmal Story, to avoid the 
like Crimes. The diſtra&ed Alonzo having 
thus diſcharg'd his Fury, thought of his

ſion d the ruin of three noble accompliſt'd 


gainſt her Will; want of a firm Virtue in 
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_enter'd ; and mounting his Horſe, which he 
had left there with his Page, they rid away 
as ſwift as poſſible to a Place twenty Miles 
farther, where he took ſhelter in a Convent 
of Benedictine Monks. Don Duante's Gen- 
tleman finding his Maſter ſtaid longer than 
uſual, grew uneaſy, and quitting his Horſe 
ventur'd up the Ladder, thinking he might 
be aſleep ; but entering the Room, he was 
fill'd with ſuch Horror and Amazement, 
that he alarm'd all the Servants with the 
OQut-crys he made. The poor Lady was 
not dead; ſhe was ſuch an Object as would 
have excited Compaſſion in the Heart of a 
| Barbarian. It was eaſy to gueſs the cauſe 
of all theſe dreadful Deeds, had the Gen- 
tleman not reveal'd them by his Lamenta- 
tions over his dead Lord ; buthe conceal'd 
nothing in his Paſſion, but too well ex- 
plain'd-the Lady's Crime and his Maſter's. 
Not to detain yet longer on ſo ſad a 
Subject, a Surgeon being fetch'd, the poor 
Lady was put into bed, and her Face 
dreſs'd; but there being little appearance 
of her Recovery, which indeed would 
have been a greater Misfortune to her than 
Death, her Confeſſor was ſent for, who 
pray'd for her, and gave her all the ſpiritual 
Comfort he was able; and tho ſhe could 
not ſpeak, yet by Signs ſhe teſtify'd her 
Repentance: He ſtaid with her many hours,

Then he return'd to the Lady, to whom 
he adminiſter d the laſt Rites of the Church, 
and about four in the Morning ſhe expired.

- Grandmother broke her Heart for her un- 


\ fortunate Daughter. Elvira's Father and 
Family, and mine, tho they join'd in pro- 
ſecuting Don Alonzo, yet conceiv'd, a mor- 
tal Averſion to one another, and much 
Blood was ſpilt on both ſides by Duels and 


Rencounters ; ſo that ſome-few Years after 


the King honour'd her Father with this 
great Poſt in the Indies, to prevent a far- 
ther effuſion of Blood, and Quarrels. I was 


too young at this fatal jun&ure, when theſe 


| Misfortunes happen'd ; but Elvira and I 
growing older, my Soul was charm'd 


with her Beauty; and tho I could foreſee 


no hopes of ever gaining her's or her Fa- 
ther's Conſent, yet I could not forbear lo- 
ving, or deſiſt from purſuing her: my Qua- 
lity and Fortune made way, and having 
nothing to urge againſt me but a Family- 
difference, the charming Elvira conſulting 
Reaſon and Religion, ſaw the Folly and 
Injuſtice of that Procedure, and gave ear 
to my Perſuaſions: At laſt ſhe generouſly 
confeſs d a Paſſion for me, and promis'd to 
be mine provided I could gain her Father's 
Confent.

I obtain'd a Letter from the 
King, in which he even commanded him 
to give me Elvira, and let our Marriage be 
forthwith conſummated: my Family and hers 
all join'd in this, and I departed Spain with 
a whole Packet full of Letters to this effect. 
I was certain of not being refus'd now, ſince 
he did not dare to diſoblige or diſobey the 
King, Iarriv'd ſafely at Mexico, and was well 


receiv d according to my expectation, and 
ſoon after marry*d to my dear Elvira: and 


now being completely happy, we ſtudy'd 
how to divert our ſelves, and take all the 
innocent Diverſions the Land and Sea af- 
forded ; and being at a Pleaſure-houſe of 
the Governor's on the Lake, we went a- 
board a Yatch one Evening to take the Air 
on the Sea, it being fine weather, and re- 
ſolv'd to ſpend the Night in Mirth and 
Pleaſure. We had ſeveral Ladys and Gen- 
tlemen with us, with Muſick. We ſupp'd, 
danc'd, and were very merry; but about 
Midnight a terrible Storm blew, and after 
having been toſs d about many Days and 
Nights, not knowing where we were, we 
were driven upon a Bank of Sand near this 
Shore. Here we lay bulging till ſuch time

as the Yatch was torn to pieces, and then 
every one ſhifred for himſelf: Elvira and 
our Friends were got into the Boat, I plac'd 
my ſelf next ro her, reſolving to bear her 
toſhore, if poſſible, on my Back, in caſe the 
Boat ſhould not hold out the Storm to the 
Shore, as it happen'd, for it was ſoon ſwal- 
low'd up in the Waves: I catch'd faſt hold 
of her, bidding her throw her Arms about 
my Neck; and it being now Day, I made 
for the Shore which I ſaw before me; but 
my Strength being almoſt ſpent before I 
could reach it, juſt as I felt the Land under 
my Feet I fainted ; ſhe laying hold of me, 
pull'd me up and ſay'd me, Philena having 
got hold of a Plank that was. floating, be- 
ing part of the Ship, to which ſhe clung 
very faſt, was by the Providence of God 
ſav d; and the Wind blowing directly to the 
Shore, ſhe was thrown upon the Sands be- 
fore us, and ſeeing my Diſtreſs and Elvira's, 
ran to her aſſiſtance, who, had otherwiſe 
doubtleſs periſh'd with me. They drag'd 
me on ſhore gut of the-reach.of the Waves, 
which would have waſh'd us away; and 
there the good Father came to our Relief. 
Thus the Divine Providence. has preſerv'd 
our Lives and yours in a miraculous man- 
ner, and will, IJ hope, ' furniſh us with 
means to return to -our homes in health 
and {afety. 2 |, 4 1 19 11 
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Thus Don Gomez, de Mendoza ended his 
Relation, and they paſs'd a few Days as 
agreeably as the diſmalneſs of their Abode 
would permit, the Monk viſiting them eve» 
ry Day, when the Savages were gone 7. 
fiſhing. One Evening the Monk return» 
ing home, ſaw ſome white Men, who ap- 
| pear'd to be Europeans by their Habit, fit- 
ting round a Fire boiling a. Pot on the 
Shore; their Fire-Arms being Muskets, 
lay by them. He ſaw that a Pinnace lay 
on the Shore, and diſcern'd a Ship lying at 
Anchor about half a League off : he made 
Signs to them to permit him to come near; 
they anſwer'd, and he haſted to them, and 
found they were come from the Iſland of 
St. Chriſtopher's, and bound to Spain: He 
told them of the Spaniards that he had ſav'd, 
and prevail'd with them to take them on 
board their Ship; ſo he went and call'd 
them, and they were overjoy'd to get 
thence, and meet with ſuch a lucky oppor- 
tunity ; and the Monk thank'd God that 
he was rid of them, being uneaſy whilſt 
they were on that Shore, leſt they ſhould 
diſcover his conceal'd Friends 'whom he 
_ dearly eſteem'd, but theſe he abhor'd, as 
being Villains. They went away that 
Night, returning many thanks to him, and 
ſeeming very ſorry that Belanger was not 
ſilt alive to go with them; but hoping in 

J them- 
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themſeives, as it afterwards prov'd, that 
when they got to the Iſland of St. Domingo, | 
the revergeful Governor would reward | 
them highly, deſigning to tell him that 
they had diſpos d of him in the Woods, 
Where he had been devour'd by the wild 
Beaſts. The glad Monk carry'd the good 
News of their departure to his Friends the 
next Morning. And now they conſulted 
about getting to Carthagena ; by Land it 
was very dangerous, and by Sea very difh- 
cult; for they had the Savages to fear as 
they travel'd, and dreadful Mountains and 
Woods to paſs thro ; and no Boat of ſtrength 
ſufficient to carry them and Proviſions e- 
nough for a Voyage of ſo many Days at 
Sea; and what was worſe, no Pilot to guide 
the Veſſel, if they had had one. In fine, they 
knew not what courſe to take: at laſt they 
reſolv'd to venture to croſs the great River 
Orooxoko in the Savages Fiſhing-boat, This 
being reſolv'd, truſting on Providence, they 
prepar'd to go ; but the Night before they 
were to depart, they ſaw a Man running 
down the adjacent Hill, purſu'd by a fierce 
Tyger: He had a drawn Sword in his 
Hand, and a ſtrange-faſhion'd Coat made 
of Beaſts Skins: he had no Shoes or Stock- 
ings, but pieces of Bears Skins ty'd about 
his Legs with Twigs ; his Head had a 
ſtrange Fur Cap on; his Face they could 
ſcarce diſtinguiſh, till coming into the 
5 Wood, 
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Wood, he climb'd up a Tree, and the Beaſt 
purſuing him to the Foot of it, Belanger, 
who had fetch'd a Gun, ſhot it dead, ha- 
ving perceiv'd the Man was a White, and 
his Countenance no Indian. No ſooner was 
the Beaſt kill'd, but the Man leap'd down 
from the Tree, and ran to embrace his Be- 
nefactor, whoſe Surprize cannot be expreſt 
when he ſaw his Face, and heard him call 
him by his Name, and knew it was the 
honeſt Captain of the Ship who liv'd at 
Virginia, and had carry'd him and his 

Friend Montandre to the Ifland of St. Do- - 
mingo» Elvira and the brave Gomez, who 
were retired at the Stranger's approach, 
hearing them talk, came forth, and invited 
him in, being together in the Hermitage, 
ſor that was properly the name of their 
Cell: they ask'd him to eat, a Favour he 
gladly accepted of; Philena ſet what Pro- 
viſions they had before him, as cold Fowl, 
Goats Milk, Bread, dry'd Grapes, and 
Water, and Wine made of their Juice; 4 
noble Feaſt to a Man who had liv'd for 
above five Weeks on Roots and Fruits, fuch 
as the Woods produced, and had not taſted 
any dreſs'd Food, neither Bread, Meat nor 
Fiſh. - Being much refreſh'd, he related to 
them the manner of his coming thither.. 
I was going on a Voyage for ſome. Mer- 
chants, ſaid he, to Barbadves about fix 
Weeks ago, my Ship being heavy laden 
e with 
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with Goods for that Place, at which I was 
to unload, and take in others for other I- 
flands: I had a fair Gale of Wind and 
good Voyage, till Icame near the Summer- 
Hlands; then a Storm aroſe and drove the 
Ship up this River, where it was daſh'd to 
pieces againſt ſome Rocks, amongſt ſome 
unknown, and I ſuppoſe uninhabited I- 
flands. I had but eight Men and a Boy 
aboard, two of whom were blown off tlie 
Shrouds into the Sea: thoſe that were left 
- got out the Boat, and we quitted the ſhat- 
ter'd Veſſel, which was full of Water above 
the firſt Deck, and committed our ſelves to 
the Mercy of God. The Night was dark 
as Pitch, and we knew not which way to 
ſteer. At laſt the Boat, unable to hold out 
againſt the dreadful Waves that bore her up 
to the Skys one moment, and then opening, 
ſeem d toſink her into the bottomleſs Deep, 
the Wreck being fill'd with Water by a 
great Sea that waſh'd over her, ſunk; and 
then we gave our ſelves over for loſt, and 
were all ſeparated, never to meet again in 
this World, I fear. Nature taught me, tho 
hopeleſs, to ſtruggle for Life; and it being 
juſt break of Day, I diſcern'd the Shore, 
and made for it; the Wind ſitting fair, 
help'd me greatly. At laſt I reach'd it half 
dead, and fitting down on the fide of a 
Rock to recover my felf, -look'd round to 
ſee where I was, and ſoon found that I _ 
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caſt on this inhoſpitable Shore, where 1 
mult expect to be devour'd either by Men 
or Beaſts; this made me almoſt repent that 
I had eſcap'd drowning I had no Arms 
nor Food, and my Soul being full of horri- 
ble Apprehenſions of the Cannibal-Savages, 
I ſought for a Place to hide my ſelf in, and 
looking about, crept into a Hole in a great 
Rock, not far from that on which I ſat 
down; and being quite ſpent with the Fa- 
tigue of the paſt Night, I fell into a pro- 
found Sleep, out of which I was awa- 
ken'd ſome Hours after by two Savages, 
who were ſtripping me, and had already 
got my Shoes and Stockings; but going to 
pull off my Coat and Waſtecoat, which they 
could not do without lifting me up, I awa- 
ked, and looking up, caught one of them 
by the Throat ; and wrenching this Sword 
out of his Hand, he broke from me, car- 
rving away my Clothes, which he held fo 
faſt that he tore my Coat and Waſtecoat off 
as he broke from me, and they both fled 
with incredible Celerity. I was now left 
almoſt naked, and fearing they would re- 
turn with more Savages, and fall upon me; 
I fled up into the Woods, not knowing 
where elſe to hide my ſelf, but amongſt the 
Trees and Buſhes, And now being ready 
to faint with Hunger, I ſearch'd about for 
wild Fruits and Roots, and eat whatever I 
could find, which, alas! inſtead of ſatisfy- 
925 — 
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ing my hungry Stomach, made me ſick. 1 
fat in a Tree all that Night, and the next 
Day, ſo ſoon as it was light, crept down 
to the Shore, to ſee if 1 could eſpy a 
Boat, or any of my Sailors who might 
have eſcap'd like me to the Shore; and 
there, to my great ſurprize, I ſaw my Boat 
lying on the Sands, and was tranſported to 
nd her there, thinking I might get off 
with her the next Tide, and reach ſome of 
our Iſlands. So ſoon as the Water flow'd, 
and the Sea coming in, ſet her afloat; I 
ran down, and leaping into her, ſteer'd her 
by the Rudder along the Shore, but found 
J was not able to- govern her at Sea: I 
wanted Strength and more Hands, had nei- 
ther Oars nor Sail, yet I fear'd to loſe her; 
andfinding I could not venture out with her, 
I reſolv*d, if poſſible, to ſecure her in ſome 
Place where the Savages ſhould not find 
her, in hopes that I might meet with ſome 
Chriſtians here whom Chance had brought, 
like me, to this barbarous Land, who would 
be glad to eſcape hence, and aſſiſt me to 
get away in ker. I brought the Boat ac- 
cordingly along the Shore, till I came to a 
kind of a Creek, ſo cover'd with Trees, 
that it was almoſt impoſſible to perceive 
any thing that. lay there. I brought her 
into this Creek, at the end of which was a 
very thick Wood; and having hal'd her on 
more, broke down a great many of the 
green 
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green Branches of the Trees, and made a 

kind of Bower over it, ſo that it lies quite co- 
ver d, and I have lain aboard it * Night 

ſince: I have every Day rang'd. about for 
Food, and liv'd chiefly on the Eggs of theSea- 
Fowl and Turtles, which I found in the Rocks 
and on the Sands; nor did I dare to attempt 
to make a Fire to dreſs any thing, for fear 


of diſcovery; ſo I ſuſtain d Life by ſucking: 


them, and eating Turtle raw, laying the 


| Fleſh in the Sun till it was thorow hot, 


and then I eat it as ſavorily as it it had been 
the greateſt Dainty in the World. I knew 
not what to do for Clothes; but one Day 
finding two Bears Cubs in a Wovd, I kill'd 
and flea'd them, hanging their Skins on the 
Hedges to dry; theſe I made into the ſtrange 


faſhion'd Coat I have on: I kill'd ſome 


young Goats alſo, and eating the Fleſh, 
_ me a Cap and Spatterdaſhes, as you 


But I muſt now acquaint you with the 
moſt ſurpriz ing Accident that ever befel any 
Man living. One Morning roaming about 
a Wood, I met. with a young Woman fairas 
Venus, but pale as Death; ſhe was wrap' d in- 
a piece of Sailcloth, having nothing under 
but a fine Hollan Shift, a white Dimity- 
Petticoat and Waiſtcoat, and no Headclothes, 
but her Hair, which was the fineſt light 
brown, hung in Curls down to her Waiſt; 
but all this was hid under her Canvas- ⁶ 
7 M N wrapper; | 
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wrapper ; ſhe ſeem'd half famiſh'd, and was 
ſo ſurpriz d at the Sight of me, ſuppoſing 
me a Savage, that ſhe ran away from me as 
faſt as ſhe was able. I follow'd her till ſhe 
ran into a Cave, into which I enter'd, and 
getting hold of her, fpoke in Engliſb, asKing 
her who ſhe was, and of what Nation. 
She ſeem'd ſurpriz'd to the laſt degree, and 
ſaid, pray do not kill or be rude with me; 
'Tam a poor unfortunate Maid, ſaid ſhe, 
who by cruel Guardians was trepan'd and 
ſent away for Jamaica; but our Ship being 
drove on this Coaſt, was loſt, and I'with 
one young Man, who was the Captain's 
Kinſman, were ſav'd on this unhappy Coaſt; 
here we liv'd together for three Days, but 
the fourth, going out of the Cave as uſual 
to ſeek for Food, he never return'd, and is, 
I fear, murder'd. - I have liv'd in this diſ- 
mal Place two Months all alone under the 
moſt dreadful Apprehenfions imaginable, al- 
moſt tamiſh'd, and pinch'd with Cold and 
Damps, not daring to go far from my 
Cave for fear of meeting the Savages. I 
was charm'd with her Face, and pierced to 
the Soul with her Condition. I told her 
my Story, and beg'd her to go along with 
me, and live in the Boat, promiſing to pro- 
tect her with my Life, and provide her with 
ſuch Food as I could get; nay more, that I 
would offer no rudeneſs to her. She with 
ſome difficulty yielded to my Requeſt * 
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I conducted her to my Bower, and we have 


livd together three Weeks. I left her there 


about two Hours ſinee, when going out for 
Food, I met with the ravenous Beaſt you 
kill'd, and fear'd to retreat towards my 


Boat leſt he ſhould follow. and fright her, or 
having got the ſcent of Food, ſome Bones 


and remains of Turtle which we could not 


eat, being ſcatter'd up and down, ſurprize 
her in my Abſence ; for theſe Reaſons I 


drove him over the Hill, led by the Provi- 
-dence of God doubtleſs to this Place. And 


now with yotir leave, I will haſte and fetch 


my dear Lucy, ' whom I have'promisd. to 
make my Wife, ſo ſoon as I reach a Chriſtian 
Shore. She is in pain for my return, Iam 
certain. You ſhall make your Promiſe good 
to her, ſaid Belanger, to-morrow Morning ; 
we have herea worthy Chriſtian Prieſt who 
ſhall marry you; and fince you have a Boat 
able to carry us all, he ſhall furniſh us with 
Provifions ſufficient for a Voyage to one of 
the Summer-Iflands, from whence we may 


get a Ship to carry us to Virginia, and thence 


to what other place we think fit. The Cap- 
tain haſted to fetch the Lady, who in leſs 
than an Hour reachi'd the Hermitage, and 


was joyfully receiv'd by Belanger, Gomez, | 


and Elvira, who never ſaw ſuch a Figure 
as ſhe appear d wrap'd in her Canvas-ſhroud, 
for ſuch it ſeem'd, a Habit which very ill 
ſuted her beautiful Face and charming Mien. 
M11 After 


* 
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After eating together with thankful Hearts, 
as much tranſported at this Meeting, as if 
they had forgot their Misfortunes, they laid 
them down to ſleep on Straw, having re- 
commended themſelves to God ; and reſted 
ſweetly, having no load of Guilt upon their 
Conſciences, but Minds refign'd to the ſu- 
preme Diſpoſer of all things. Next Morn- 
ing the Monk viſited them, and was enter- 
tain'd with the Hiſtory of theſe new Gueſts, 
whom he immediately marry'd, ſaying, My 
Children, it is not fit that you ſhould live 
in ſin; and ſince the Neceſſity of your Con- 
dition obliged you to live together, and a 
too near intimacy has I find enſu'd, it is fit 
that you ſhould be join'd by the holy Bands 
of Matrimony, that none amongſt us may 
incur God's Anger, but that Bleſſings may 
attend us. And now they thought of no- 
thing but preparing for their Departure from 
this Place. The Monk inform'd the honeſt 
Savages, whom he ofler'd to take along 
with them, and they executed his Com- 
mands with ſuch Alacrity, that he was ſur- 
priz d. In three Days they got out the Boat 
and victual'd her, carrying aboard boil'd 
Fowls, ſalted Fiſh, and ſtore of Bread, with 
freſh Water in Jars. The Savage and his 
Son made Qars, well underſtanding the 
management of a Boat, and faſten'd their 
own Fiſher-boat to her loaded with Provi- 
ſious; they were perfectly skill'd in 1 the 
2 | urn- 
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Turnings and Rocks in this great River, 
knowing every Iſland and Bank of Sand; 
but when out at Sea, the Virginia Captain 
muſt direct them. All things being ready, 
our joyful Chriſtians went on board, and 
the three Women and Children lay down in 
the Boat, being cover'd over with ſome 
Boughs of Trees; the Monk, Belanger, the 
Captain, and Savages row'd and ſteer'd the 
Boat, having made Sails of what the poor 
Savapes procured ; they paſs'd ſafely out of 
the River, and being at Sea, ſteer'd for Bar- 

badoes, which they reach'd in few Days, ha- 

ving a fair Wind and fine Weather: they 
were well receiv'd by a Merchant there, 
who was the Captain's Friend, and ſoon 
got a Paſſage to Virginia; Gomer and 

lvira, with their Maid Philena, going 
with them, becauſe they could get no Ship 
to carry them to Mexico by reaſon of the 
War. When they arriv'd at Virginia, Be- 
danger had the agreeable News that Mor» 
tander had in his abſence ſent a Bark with 
Letters for him from himſelf and Charlotta, 


to acquaint him that the Governor was * 


dead, and that they deſign'd to fell off all 
their Effects in the Iſland of St. Domingo, and 
come for Virginia, leaving only Charlotta's 
two Children behind, w hom her Husband's 
Friends would not part with. He was fo ' 
tranſported with this News, that he could 
hatdly be perfuaded to wait her coming, ary 
wou 


would fain have gone to fetch her. But four 
Days afcer his arrival, ſhe and Tereſa, with 
his faithfal Friend Montander, arriv'd with 
an immenſe Treaſure. Never was a more 
moving ſight than the meeting of theſe three 
Perſons; Belanger, claſping Charlotta in his 
Arms, ſtood motionleſs, as if he. meant to 
die in that Poſture, and that his raviſh'd 
Soul would make its way out of his panting 
Boſom into hers; his Eyes ſeem' d ry bo 
her Face, ne them, 
vhilſt fiery Love ſparkled in his Eye- balls, 

as if the raging Flame within ſent forth 
thoſe chryſtal Drops: ſhe hung upon his 
Neck, and cry'd, Do I live, and again 
© ſee Belanger! Bleſt God, it is enough.” 
Mean time Montander wak'd them from 
this bliſsful, Dream, ſaying, My Friend, 
© my Kinſman, have you forgot me? And 
* muſt I not claim a ſecond Embrace after 
© Charlotta has receiv'd your firſt ?? At theſe 
Words Belanger turn'd, and catch'd him in 
his Arms, ſaying, © My deareſt Friend, 


© © next Charlotta you are dear to me: the 


© Obligations I have to you, are ſo great, 
© that words cannot expreſs the grateful 
© Senſe Ihave of them, nor my whole Life 
© ſuffice to make-returns to you and her, tho 
© wholly employ'd in your Service.” Old 

Montaudre and his Lady interrupted them, 
or doubtleſs they had never known when 
to leave off this tender Converſation. Be- 
1 Ba 3 : langer 
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langer was ſo impatient to ſecure his Hap- 
pineſs, that he never gave over importuning 
Charlotta till ſhe conſented to marry him 
that very Night; and the Monk according- 
ly wedded them, and they were mutually 
pleas'd: For what greater Satisfaction can 
Mortals attain in this Life; than to poſleſs 
the Perſon” they ardently love, eſpecially _ 
when they have ſo long languiſh'd for one 
another, and been ſo long ſeparated ? this 
is a Pleafure none but Lovers can have a 
true Notion of. Eternal Bliſs is compre- 
hended in this one thing, viz. to poſſeſs all 
we defire, or is worthy our Affection; and 
whilſt we are mortal, and on this fide the 
Grave, nothing can equal the Pleaſure of 
poſſeſſing the Perſon we love. Gomez and 
Elvira were ſharers of their Friends good 
Fortune, and were deſirous to continue 
with them ſome Months, with the Monk, 
who reſolv'd to go with Belanger and Char- 
lotta to France, they offering to provide for 
him fo long as he pleafed to ſtay there. 

During their Reſidence at Virginia, they 
paſt the time very agreeably together : old 
Montandre and his Lady, who ſtil} retain'd 
an Affection for Belanger, entertain'd them 
very nobly; and Charlotta, who was now 
a ſincere Roman Catholick, prevail'd with 
the Monk to be her Chaplain, and to pro- 
miſe. to continue with her the reſt of his 
Days : they took all the W on 
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Place afforded, walking, riding, dancing, 
and feaſting. One Evening Charlotta in- 


treated the Monk to relate the Adventures 


of his Life : certainly, ſaid ſhe, they muſt 


be very extraordinary, ſiace you have paſs d 


thro ſo many Countries. He ſmiling, an- 
ſwer'd, Yes, Madam, I have met with 
many ſtrange Accidents, and am ready to 
oblige you and the Company with the Re- 
lation of them; nay, I will own my Weak- 
neſſes, and give you the Story of my youth- 
ful Follies. They all fat down under the 
Shade of ſome Trees on the Banks of a little 
Rivulet by which they were walking ; and 
being all ſilent, he began his Narrative 
thus. 5 
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I Was born in Valladolid in Spain, my Fa- 
1 ther was a Grandee of a noble Family, 
but having been retus'd a Poſt at Court, to 
Which he believ'd himſelf to have a Right, 
he too freely ſpoke his Thoughts, and gave 
his Enemies an opportunity to traduce him 


to the King, whoſe Favour he loſt, and ſo 
retir'd in diſcontent to his own Seat at Val- ' 


ladolid. I was all the Children he had, and 
deſign'd to be the Heir of his Honours and 


For- 
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Fortune. Iwas a Student at a College a- 
bout ſixteen, when it was my Misfortune 
to ſee a Farmer's Daughter, whoſe Beauty 
made me her Captive. I ſtole out alone into 
the Fields behind her Father's Houſe every 
Evening for a Month together before I ſpoke 
to her, and there ſaw her playing with the 
Lambs,, and feeding the young Goats ; her 
my Dreſs and innocent Behaviour, made 
er look more charming in my Eyes than 
Gold and Diamonds ; ker Beauty and Mo» 
deſty were irrefiſtible, and I lov'd her to 
diſtraction: In fine, I ſpoke to her, told her 
my Paſſion, and found her Wit and Appre- 
henſion exceeded her Face and Years. I ſuc- 
ceeded according to my Wiſhes, gain'd her 
Love, and reſoly'd to marry her; but being 
not old enough to be maſter of my ſelf, and 
having no Fortune in my own Power, I was 
forc'd to defer doing it till I was of Age, 
and had got ſome Settlement in the World: 
for theſe Reaſons I purſu d my Studies with 
great Application, reſolving to be a Phyſi- 
cian or Lawyer, that I might ſoon be able 
to provide for my ſelf; in the mean time I 
. promis'd my dear Leonora to maintain her as 
my Wife, and accordingly paid her Father 
the half of the Penſion my Father allow'd 
me for her Board; bought her ſilk Petticoats, 
Ribbons and Laces; ſo that I half ſtarv'd 
my ſelf, and grew very penurious in my own 
Expences to provide for her: aud ſhe ſoon 
grew 
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* to be ſo ſine, and ſo like a Lady in 
er Air and Behaviour, that the Farmers 
Daughters, and other Country Maids en- 
vied her, talk'd loudly of this ſtrange Al- 
teration; which, with my continual Viſits 
at her Father's, tho I thought none obſerv'd 
me, confirm'd their ſuſpicions of her being 
a Miſtreſs to me. This Report ſoon reach'd 
the Principal of the "College's Ear, and he 
had me watch'd, and ſent my Father word, 
who immediately ſent for me home, and. 
fchool'd me ſharply, commanding me to de- 
clare the Truth; on which I 1ngenuouſly 
confeſsd my Ingagements with Leonora, and 
declar'd boldly, that I would marry her or 
die. This ſo inrag'd my Father, to ſee his 
ambitious hopes thus croſs'd in me alſo, that 
he proceeded to Threats; in ſhort, he was 
very ſevere with me, put me into the hands 
of a rigid Tutor, who kept me as a Priſo- 
ner ever in his Sight.

ſet it againſt my Father's Cloſet-Window, 
and went in, taking the ſtrong Box, which 
was not above two foot and a half Square, 
but very heavy. I haſted down with it, and 
ſer the Ladder againſt the Garden-Wall, 
which I got over, and ſtood ſome Minutes 
conſulting which way to go; and conſi- 


der d that if I was taken, my Father would 


not hurt me farther than to chide and lock 
me up : I was but weak, and could not go

I feiz'd her, and had 
her examin'd before a Magiſtrate, but ſhe 
deny'd all, and 1 had no proof of the Fact; 
ſo I took leave of my Father, having had 
ſome ſharp words with him, and return'd 
to France the moſt diſconſolate Man living. 
And now. I had time to refle& on all the 
Actions of my, paſt Life, and too late became 
fenſible that my Difobedience to my Father 
firſt drew. God's Anger upon me, who had 
accordingly puniſh'd me in bereaving me of 
her who had been the occaſion of my Sin, 
and was in ſome kind culpable her ſelf, tho 
more. excuſable than I, yet had paid her Liſe

1 acquainted him with my deſign, he ap- 
prov'd of it, and then I waited on my Fas x 
ther to obtain his leave and bleſſing. There 
I found the wicked Iſabella, my Father's 
Miſtreſs, had been her own Executioner, 
having gone diſtracted with the remorſe of 
her Conſcience, and ſo had cut her own 
Throat, having in her Madneſs diſcover'd 
all the Circumſtances of the Murder ſhe 
had committed on Leonora.

In few days he 
fell ſick, and continu'd ill for ſix Months: 
having in that time fettled his Affairs, by 

my deſire the Eſtate was given to his Ne- 
phew, a worthy young Gentleman, with 
ſeveral Legacies to his poor Relations and 
the Church; he expir'd in my Arms 
with great Piety and Reſignation; I bu- 
ry'd him nobly, and then retir'd to the 
nvent, where I liv'd many Years, being 
receiv'd into that Fraternity : At forty 
Years old I was choſen by our Superior to 
be ſent to Peru, and from thence went a- 
mongſt the People where you found me, a- 
mong whom I indured great Hardſhips, it 
being long before I could acquaint my ſelf 
with their Language and barbarous Cuſ- 
. toms ; yet the auſtere Life, and good I did 
them in curing their Sickneſſes and Wounds, 
with my Diſcourſes of God and Chriſt, ſo 
wrought upon theſe Savages, that they 
liſtned to me and rever'd me. I was ſeveral 
times taken Priſoner by different Parties of 
theſe Barbarians, who are ever at variance 
with one another; but they ſtill ſpared me, 
having a Notion that I was a holy Perſon:

when once inſtructed. I had lived ſeven 
Years with the poor Fiſherman and his 
Family, whom we have brought with. us, 
and was doubtleſs preſerved by Providence 
to be the means of your Deliverance: and 
now I hope to ſpend tlie remainder of 
my Days in that pleaſant Country where - 
was once happy with my dear Leonora, 
whom 1 might {till perhaps have enjoy'd, 
had we never left it; but it was Heaven's 
Will that Iſhould be what Jam, and there- 
fore won't repine. Here he ended his Re» 
lation with a deep Sigh, all the Company 
being much pleaſed with the manner of his 
relating it, and the ſtrangeneſs of his Ad- 
ventures; admiring the Wiſdom of God 
which had preſerved him amongſt Savages, 
and placed him where he was the means of

[At theſe Words Madam Belan- 
er wept; and her Husband wiping away 
er Tears, kiſs'd her, and ſaid, © Come, 
my Dear, be chearful; you and I will 
fetch him from England, and take care of 
* him. It he is dead, being a good, Min, 
decuotleſs he is happy, and does not need 
© our help.] Diana continued her Diſ- 
courſe thus: Being arrived at London, 
my Mother went directly to Weſtminſter, 
to her Friend Mcranda's, but found her 
gone from the Houſe, and well marry'd to 
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a Sea-Captain, with whom ſhe lived very 
happily and honeſtly at Portſmouth, as the 
old Baud inform'd her, to whom ſhe went 
for Information : ſo ſhe took a Lodging in 
the Baud's Houſe, and ſoon got a rich Gal- 
lant, an old Merchant in the City : for 
tho ſhe was ſtill very handſome, and had 
very rich Clothes, yet ſhe was now in 
Years, and not of an Age to attract the 
young Fops and Rakes. I was about eight 
Years old when ſhe went for London; and, 
doubtleſs, ſhe deſign'd to advance me to 
be ſome great Perſon's Miſtreſs, or ſome 
rich Fool's Wife. She had, robb'd my 
Father of near two thouſand Pounds ; but 
Furley pealed her of a good deal of it. 
She kept me very fine, carry'd me to the

Being dead, 
every one plunder'd ſomething ; and my 
Mother having made a Will, tho no Wi- 
dow, which was left in a 'Tally-man's 
hand, who was her old Acquaintance, and 
together with Captain Furley, were her Exe- 
cutors and my Guardians; the Tally- man 
came and bury'd her privately, and indeed 
poorly, and carry'd me home to his. Houſe, 
Furley being gone on a Voyage to Ireland 
with his Ship. I know not. what my 
Mother left me, but believe it was conſi- 
derable, becauſe ſhe had often told me ſhe 
could give me a handfom Portion. I was 
but meanly treated at this vile Tally-man's;

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bout an Hour after return'd with the Gen- 


tleman and Lady : She was very handſome;

The Gentleman was call, 
flender, and had a Face ſo lovely and ma- 
jeſtick, that he ſeem'd the Offspring of 
Mars and Venus. Their Dreſs was as mean 
as their Perſons were noble, being ſuch as 
Charity had furniſn'd them withal.

Having thus 
provided a Retreat, and engag'd my Con- 
feffor to marry us, I gave her notice, and 
the got out the next Morning with another 
Penſioner, on pretence of going to Church 
to the little Chappel J had ſeen her at: I 
waited for her in a Coach near the Chap- 
pel, and coming out in the Crond, ſhe 
flip'd from her Companion, and wg ; 
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back into the Church, went out at a- 
nother Door, where I took her into the 
Coach, and drove away with ther to the 
. Fryar's Cell, where we were marry'd. 
Thence we went away to the Village, 'to 
our Lodging, where I had provided a Din- 
ner and all things for our Reception. The 
Widow's Daughter, a very modeſt young 
Maid, I had hired to wait on her. Here 
I ſaid all night, having pretended to old 
Dandin, my Guardian, that I was to go 
'out of Town with a young Gentleman 
whom J kept Company withal, and whom - 
had truſted with my Secret, and engag'd'to 
ask me to go with him before my Guardian 
and Magdelain, my crooked Rib that was to 
be. In fine, I kept my dear Silvia here 
ſome Months, tho a great Search was made 
after her, being very cautious in my Viſits. 
She was in that time with Child, but miſj-—- 
carry'd. She never ſtir'd out of Doors 
without a Mask, or when I fetch'd her out 
in a Coach; but finding it was inconve- 
nient to have her ſo far off, Tremov'd her to 
St. Malo's, and took a Lodging ſor her at a 
Widow's Houſe in a back Street, in a very | 
private Place, with a Garden, and Back- 
door into the Fields. In this Garden SA 'Þ 
us'd to walk, and venture ſometimes ro 
look out of her Windows into it. A yo 
Lord who often paſs'd by that way, ſaw Þ| 
and fell in love with her: he ſoon inquired | 
vho kept the Houſe, and learn'd that it was

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a Widow who had a young Gentle woman 


and her Servant lodg'd with her. He, em- 
bolden'd by his Quality and Fortune, went 


to the Houle in a Chair, richly dreſs'd, and 


ask'd to ſee the Lady, the young Gentlewo- 
man that lodg'd there: The Woman ſeeing 
his Attendance and Habit, was daunted. 


He ask'd no leave, but going by her, went 


up Stairs, and found Silvia ſitting in her 
Chamber reading: She was doubtleſs ſur- 
priz'd, but he told her his Buſineſs was Love, 
and in fine would take no denial, or be gone. 
He ſuppos'd her a Miſtreſs by the Place ſhe 


reſided in, being ſo mean and obſcure, and 
reſolv d to poſſeſs her whatever it colt. She 


told him ſhe was married; but he turn'd 


that into ridicule : before he went he pre- 


ſented her with a fine Diamond Ring, 
which ſhe refuſing, he left it upon the table. 


He went not away till Midnight ; the next 


Morning I found her in Tears, ſhe told me 


what a Misfortune had befallen her. I was 
now - but. ſeventeen, and the Expence of 
maintaining her and a Servant, ſo ſunk my 
allowance, that I had no Money by me; 


and being ſomething indebted to the Wi- 
dow, I knew not how at preſent: to remove 
her.

Monſieur Dandin, 
ſays he, you have a young Heir who is con- 
tracted to your Daughter, who will be rus 
in'd; he keeps a Miſtreſs in ſuch a Place, 
tis your Duty and Intereſt to put an end to 
ſuch an Intrigue, and ſave the Youth from 
being undone, My Guardian promis'd ne- 
ver to reveal who told him,and return'd him 


a thouſand Thanks; ſo he came home and 


took no notice to me, but watched me the 
next time I went out,and dog'd me to Silvia, 
and at my return home, told me I muſt go 
travel, or marry his Daughter next Week. 
I was ready to go diſtracted before, but 
now I was quite overwhelm'd. I found I 
was watch'd, and. dar'd not go to Silvia. 
The next Morning when I was in bed, he 
enter'd my Chamber, ſearch'd my Pockets, 

took away all the Money I had left, with 
my Watch, and told me, Young Gentleman, 
TI am inform'd you keep a Miſtreſs, your Al- 
lowance ſhall be ſhortned ; you are like to 


prove a good Man and an excellent Husband, - 
that begin ſo well. I was ſoenrag'd, I loſt. 


all Patience; I told him I would-never marry 
his Daughter, and that ſo ſoon as IT was of 
Ape, I would call him to a ſtri& Account. 


I know not what I ſaid, but we quarrel'd 


to that degree, that I roſe and went out of 
the Houſe, proteſting that I would * 
| * et 
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ſer foot in it again. I went directly to S. I] | 
via, but cannot expreſs the 'T'ranſport of 
Sorrow I was in when I came there, and 
found the poor Widow and the Maid in 
Tears, who told me; that at twelve a Clock 
the preceding Night, ſomebody knocking 
ſoftly at the Door, they ſuppos'd it to be 
me; and the Maid riſing, and going to it, 
ask'd, who was there? Somebody anſwer'd, 
It is I, du Bois; at theſe words ſhe open'd 
the Door, and a Man in a Vizard caught 
hold of her, clapping a Piſtol to her Breaſt, 
three more ruſh'd in all mask'd, and ran up 
Stairs, dragging Silvia out of Bed; ſhe ſaw 
them bring her Miſtreſs down bound hand 
and foot, and put her into a Chair; one 
Man ſtaid till the Chair was gone, as ſhe 
ſuppos d, a good way: then he bid her ſhut 
the Door and make no noiſe, for if ſhe did, 
he would come back and kill her. The poor 
Creature was ſo frighted, ſhe had not Pow- 
er to ſtir for ſome time; at laſt ſhe wet ß 
to the Widow, and acquainred her wit 
what had happen d. This was all T could 
learn, and enough to make me deſperate. 
I return d to my Guardian like an enraged 
Lion, demanded my Wife, declaring my 
| Marriage: this made him as furious as I; 
| he threatned to ſue me for the Contract with 
9 his Daughter; I apply'd my ſelf to ſeveral 
of my Relations and Friends to aſſiſt me a- 
gainſt him, but no body car'd to meddle; for 
he was known to be a very rich and a very 
cun- 
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cunning Man ; then I challeng'd the young 
Lord, charging him with ſtealing her, but 
he only laugh'd at and ridiculed me. At 
laſt, being unable to get any news of her, I 
reſolved to travel, believing they had mur- 


dered her. I was deeply melancholy ; and 
my Guardian, who indeed knew not what 


was become of Silvia, was willing to be rid 
of me, and readily agreed to my going to 
travel. I deſign'd to go firſt to Rome, and 
from thence to make the Tour of Europe, 
and return to France ſo ſoon as I was of Age, 
to be reveng'd of my Guardian. He agreed 
to make me a handſome Allowance, and 
gave me five hundred Piſtoles to defray my 


extraordinary Expences, being willing to 


be reconcild to me before the Day of Rec- 


koning came. Attended by a Servant, I 


ſet out on my Journey, and reach'd Rome, 
having view'd all that was curious in my 
way thither thro Spain. I reſolv'd to ſtay.

ſaid he was come poſt from France to me. 
I bad him call him up; when he enter'd my 
Chamber, he made a Sign with his Hand 
that I ſhould ſend away the Servant; 1did 


ſo, and then he ran to me and catch'd me 
in his Arms: But good Heavens! how was 


I at that Moment tranſported when 1 ſaw. 
it was Silvia. I ſnhut the Chamber-Door, 
and then ſhe told me, that being (as I knew

fright had thrown her into ſuch a Condition, 
that when the Villains, who had carry'd 
her away,came to take her out of the Chair, 
ſhe ſeem'd half dead; they carry'd her up 
Stairs into a Chamber richly furniſh'd, and 
laid her upon a Bed, and ſo left her; that 
the young Lord came into it immediately, 
and told her that ſhe myſt now conſent to 
his Deſires, that he would never part from 
her again; that it was in vain to reſiſt,” or 

call out for help: in fine, nothing but the 

Condition ſhe was in preſerv'd her; for tel- 
ling him ſhe was in Labour, and ſhould die 
if he did not call ſomebody to her Aſſiſ- 
_ tance, begging him with Tears to pity her 
Condition, ſhe prevail'd with him to defer 
the execution of his brutiſh Deſign, and he 
call'd an old Woman and her Daughter to 
her. She had no other help but theſe Wo- 
men; and falling into a Fever, lay ſick in 
her Bed three Months, unable to riſe; all 
which time the young Lord continually vi- 
ſited her, bringing a Phyſician ſeveral times: 
at laſt recovering ſo as to be able to walk 
about her Chamber, ſhe began to conſider 


how to make her eſcape. By this time, as 


ſhe afterwards learn'd, I having declared 


our Marriage, the young Lord refrain'd from 


viſiting her ſome days. 
One Afternoon he came, and being alone 
with her, he ſaid thus to her, Silvia, I am 
© come to ask your Pardon for the Injuries 
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I have done you; I thought you a Miſ- 


* treſs, not a Wife, and my Paſſion for you 
* was ſo exceſſive, that it blinded my Rea- 


ſon. I believ'd you ruin'd by a Man who + 


vas pre- ingag'd to another, and was not 
half ſo well able to take care of you as my 
© ſelf: had you been a Virgin, I would have 
© marry'd you, but finding you are virtu- 
© ous, and Monſieur u Bors's Wife, I am 
© heartily ſorry for what is paſt, and ready 
© to reſtore you to him. He is gone to 
Rome in diſcontent. So ſoon as you are 
able to travel, I will farniſh you with 


© Money, and a Servant to wait on you thi- 


ther. Believe me, Silvia, I love you no 
longer with an unlawful Paſſion, but with 
a tender Affection as a Siſter, I will ſo 
ſoomas your Husband is of Age, aſſiſt 
© him to the utmoſt of my Power againſt 
* Monſieur Dandin, who has been the Cauſe 
© of all this Miſchief.” Here he diſcover'd 
to her what had paſt between him and Dan- 
din, and how they had contriv'd together 


_ thar he ſhould ſteal her away, and carry her 
to this his Country-Houſe, where the Ser- 


vants were at his Devotion, who ſuppos'd 
ſne was ſome young Lady whom their Maſ- 
ter had got with Child, nor dar'd inquire 
farther than by ſuppoſition : in fine, ſo ſoon 
as my Wife found her ſelf able to ſit a Horſe, 


| the by his Advice put on a Man's Habit, 


and having receiv'd a thouſand Piſtoles from 
him, ſet-out for Rome, attended by one of 
18 h — ED his 
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his Servants. Nothing could be more wel- 
come than ſhe was to me, and I concluded 
that the Diſguiſe ſhe had on was the beſt 
in the World to conceal her till I was of 
Age, and prevent farther Misfortunes, which 
her Beauty in a female Dreſs might again 
occaſion. I now wanted but a Year and 
half of being of Age, and had no mind to 
return to France till that time was elaps'd ; 
ſo we remov'd to a Lodging ſome Miles 
from Rome, where Silvia, who paſs'd for 
my Kinſman, liv'd with me; we paſs'd the 
time very agreeably: At laſt we embark'd 
aboard a Veſlel bound for Marſeilles, and 
ſet fail with a fair Wind; but in few Hours 
a terrible Storm drove us out to Sea, and we 
were driven for eight and forty Hours be- 
fore the Wind, in which time our Ship was 
ſo diſabled, that ſhe ſprung a-Leak, and 
had not a Shipcome up, we had all periſh'd 
in the mercileſs Seas: but alas, jt had been 
better for many of us that we had done fo ; 
for it prov'd to be a Corſair of Tunis be- 
longing to a great Baſſa there, and we were 
all put into lrons and carry'd thither. How 
inexpreſſible my Coneern was for my dear 
Silvia, you may ealily imagine. At our 
coming on Shore we were carry'd to this 
Baſſa's Houſe, who viewing the Priſoners, 
made choice of her and me for Slaves, ſup- 
poſing we. were Priſoners of Birth, and 
that he ſhould have a large Ranſom. for us. 
He examin'd what Nation we were of: I 


an- 
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| anſwer'd that we were Natives of France, 


riding by the ſide of his Litter; but I ſoon 


_ Freach Captain who brought us home, was 
at that time his Slave, he had been ſo to 
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and Brothers, .that we had been at Rome, to 
which our Father, a private Gentleman, 
had ſent us, and were returning home. He 
ſeem'd ſatisfy*d, and us'd us gently, making 
us Write, or attend him into the Country, 


perceiv'd he bad a wicked Deſign on Silvia, 
whom he dreſs'd in a fine Turkiſh Dreſs, and 
treated with great Indulgence. I was ſeiz d 
with ſuch dreadful Apprehenſions at this 
Proceedure, that I reſoly'd to'run all Ha- 
zards to eſcape his hands. This put us n 
a Project which we happily effected; tl e 


his Father, who was a General, and had 
treated him very cruelly : by his Death he 
fell into this Maly Melee's hands, who was a 
good natur'd Man; and finding him skill'd in 
Sea-Affairs, had made him Maſter of a very 
neat Pleaſure-Boat he us'd to go out to Sea 
in for his Diverſion ; he likewiſe truſted 
him to go out.in her with other Slaves, Na- 
tives of Tunis, to fiſh for him. The French 
Captain was generally thus employ'd in the 
Summer-Seaſon, and was much in his fa- 
vour. - I was often ſent aboard wich him, 
but Silvianever. I contracted a Friendſhip 
with him, and xe contrived. our Eſcape 
thence in this manner; he had got know- 
ledge of the Chriſtian Fiſherman and his 
Wife, where ycu had liv'd ; he directed me 
12 . thi- 
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thither, and we agreed that Silvia and 1 
Monld retire to that Place, which was not 


very difficult for us to do, ſince we had the 
Liberty of walking the Town, and that he 


- ſhould ſend ſome of the Slaves on ſhore, 
and bring the Pleaſure-Boat about in the 


Dusk of the Evening, and take us in. All 
our hope was to get to Malta in this ſlight 
Veſſel, a very dangerous Undertaking; but 
our Condition made us reſolve- to truſt to 
Providence, and venture all Riſques to get 


| out of the Infidels hands. There was a 
lovely Maid who had been ſold to this Baſſa 


ſome Months before, whoſe Name was 
 Margaretta des Sanſon; ſhe was a Farmer's 
Daughter at Poiftou , who was in qua- 
lity of a Servant with a Lady that was 


going with her Family to her Husband, a 


Merchant, who was. ſettled in the Weſt- 
Tadies; and the Ship being taken by a Pirate 
cf Tunis, ſhe was made a Slave, and ſo fell 
into Muly Melee's Hands. With this Maid 
the Captain was fall'n in Love, ſo he ſent 
her along with us to the Fiſherman's. All 
things being ready, and the Baſſa abſent, 
being ſent for ro the Court, we got away, 
as agreed, and the Captain came according 
to Appointment; and it pleaſed God that 
we arriv'd ſafely at Malta in four Days 
t.me, the Algerine Slaves not in the leaſt 
ſaſpe&ing our Deſign till they ſaw the Veſ- 
ſel enter the Port: they were but five in 
number, and unarm'd, ſo that we had not 

| any 
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any thing to fear from them, being on our 
Guard. Here we were receiv'd as became 
Chriſtians, and furniſh'd with Clothes and. 


Refreſhments, having brought nothing but 
the Clothes on our Backs with us: from 


hence' we got a Paſlage in a French Ship 
that put in there. And now Providence 
having brought us back to our own native 


Country, we muſt beg your Aſſiſtance to 


get Dandin to deliver up my Fortune. That, 
{aid Monſieur du Pont, is eaſy, for he 1s 
_ ſince dead, and his Daugther is mar- 
ry'd to a very honeſt Gentleman, Monſieur 
de Fontain, the Banker, who I dare promiſe. 
will gladly reſtore to you all that is your due. 
Angelina entertain'd them nobly, and the: 
French Captain having marry'd Margarettu, 


brought her to wait on her. In few Days 


Monſieur du Pom having manag'd the Affair, 
procur'd an Agreement between Monſieur 
du Bois and de Fontain, who honourably paid 
him what Moneys Dandin had in his hands 
of his; and Monfieur du Bois enter'd into 
Poſſeſſion of all his Fortune. Thus divine 
Providence having by various Trials and 
ſtrange Viciſſitudes of Fortune, proved the 
Faith and Patience of theſe heroick Chriſ- 
tians, whom neither Slavery nor the fear of 


Death could prevail with to forſake their 
Faith, or diſtruſt their God, they were all 


happily preſerv'd and deliver'd out of their 
Troubles, and at laſt brought home to their 


on native Lands. Charlotta, whoſe filial 
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weell as in this Hiſtory, had the Satisfaction 
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Piety and extraordinary Virtues make her 
juſtly claim the firſt Place in our Eſteem, as 


of ſeeing her dear Father die in Peace in a 
good old Age ; was bleſt with an excellent 
Husband, and many Children fair and vir- 
tuous as her ſelf : nor was her Proſperity in- 
terrupted by any Misfortune. The virtuous 
Tereſa and Angelina, and all the reſt were 
bleſt with all earthly Happineſs. Theſe 
Examples ſhould convince us, how poſſible it 
is for us to behave our ſelves as We ought in 
our Conditions, ſince Ladys, whoſe Sex and 
tender manner of Breeding, render them 
much leſs able than Men to ſupport ſuch 
Hardſhips, bravely endured Shipwrecks, 
Want, Cold, and Slavery, and every III 
that human Nature could be try'd withal ; 
| Yet we who never feel the Inclemency of 
foreign Climates, that never ſaw the Face 
of barbarous Pirates, or Savages, are impa- 
tient at a fit of Sickneſs, or a Diſappoint- 
ment, ſhake at a Storm, and are brave in 
nothing but in daring Heaven's Judgments, 
Let us Pluſh when we read ſuch Hiſtorys as 
theſe, and imitating theſe great Examples, 
render our ſelves worthy to have our Names 
like theirs, recorded to Poſterity. 
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
